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US AIR 
FORCE 
DUMMIES 

A in’t they just. Following 
the latest in an oh so 
convincing line of official 
explanations regarding the 
Roswell incident: “The 
aliens were crash test dum¬ 
mies”, comes a large num¬ 
ber of responses from those 
in the know. And the 
experts’ opinion is that of 
disbelief. 

“They’re just trying to 
counteract all the hype that’s 
been building in Roswell”, 
said UFO expert John 
Timmerman. 

The claim made by the 
US Air Force in August this 
year was that the Roswell wit¬ 
nesses did not see 4ft-high 
aliens, but child-size rubber 
dummies, which were being 
used by the military in high- 
altitude parachute tests. 
However, these tests were not 
carried out until the early 
1950s. The military has 
offered no explanation for the 
time gap, but has suggested 
that people have got their 
dates mixed up. 

Retired Lt Colonel 
Raymond Madson, who 
worked for Project High Dive 
at Holliman AFB in 1950, 
says that the dummies were 
used to test ejection mecha¬ 
nism problems that might 


occur in a new generation of 
jet aircraft. The dummies car¬ 
ried ‘Air Force Property’ 
stamps and the Air Force even 
offered $25 rewards for 
returning the dummies to the 
base. Child-size dummies 
were never returned. Indeed, 
they were never seen! 

“They were testing 
these things to try to protect 
grown men. They would never 
have used (dummies of) chil¬ 
dren for such experiments”, 
said Madson. 

People aren’t stupid, 
but the official explanations 
certainly are. 

PHOENIX 

LIGHTS 

UPDATE 

F ive months after the 
Phoenix UFO sightings, 
Captain Eileen Bienz, Public 
Affairs Officer for the Army 
and Air National Guard, stat¬ 
ed that Operation Snowbird 
was running southwest of 
Phoenix in the Barry 
Goldwater Gunnery Range. 
The exercise incorporated 
eight A-10 aircraft and many 
high-intensity 
magnesium/cesium flares 
which Bienz claims is the 
explanation for the display 
of lights seen and video¬ 
taped by multiple witnesses. 

Captain Drew Sullens, 
Maryland Air National 


Guard, says that before 
returning to base the A-10s 
dropped all their remaining 
flares, creating “a hell of a 
light show”. 

The flares were sus¬ 
pended from parachutes caus¬ 
ing a slow descent, which 
might explain the length of 
the sightings. It all sounds 
very convincing, But... 

...Eyewitness accounts 
place the lights nowhere near 
the gunnery range. “...No one 
from Phoenix ever sees these 
flares,” said researcher and 
witness, Bill Hamilton. “The 
reason: mountains to the 
south obstruct our view ... the 
sightings in this area took 
place in front of those moun¬ 
tain ranges.” 

A recent spectograph 
test performed by professional 
film and video analyst, Jim 
Delatosa, has confirmed that 
the lights on the video could 
not possibly be flares, due to 
the differences in spectrum 
analysis. Couple this with the 
fact that magnesium and 
cesium flares give off a bright 
white light, whereas the lights 
seen and recorded were pulsat¬ 
ing, amber/orange orbs, and 
you have no explanation at all.

ALIENS 

A former British Army 
Intelligence officer 
recently revealed to an 
Ulster UFO study group infor¬ 
mation relating to a stand¬ 
off between SAS troops and 
four small grey humanoid fig¬ 
ures. 

According to the officer 
in question, eight SAS troop¬ 
ers had set up an ambush near 
an arms cache on a hillside in 
south Armagh, in order to 


entrap IRA gunmen. It was 
then that they became aware 
of the presence of the extrater¬ 
restrials. They felt no threat 
from the lifeforms as they 
stared at each other for around 
a minute. Moments later the 
lifeforms vanished and their 
sudden departure was followed 
by a flash in the sky. 

The men’s account met 
with anger from the com¬ 
manding officer of the unit, 
and the response from their 
workmates was one of ridicule 
and accusations of being high 
on drugs. Nevertheless, to 
their credit, the men did not 
budge and the story was final¬ 
ly accepted. 

Belfast UFO expert 
Hugh O’Brien is trying to 
obtain an interview with the 
soldiers to gain the full details. 

CLOSE 
ENCOUN¬ 
TERS OF 
FIVE KINDS 

A ccording to a 50-page 
military-style manual dis¬ 
covered in 1977, 14 types 
of UFO were known as far 
back as the 1950s. These 
were divided into five cate¬ 
gories: 1. large cigar-shaped 
craft; 2. flying saucers; 3. 
manual craft; 4. disc-shaped 
low flying craft; 5. small 
spherical remote controlled 
craft. 

The manual was appar¬ 
ently discovered by 
Christopher Elliott from 
Wimbledon while he was 
clawing through a box of 
books on a street cart in 
Soho, London. But this infor¬ 
mation has only just come to 
light. Some of the details of 
the manual are referred to as 
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£ an analysis of of sightings 
over the past nine weeks’, dat¬ 
ing the manual somewhere 
during the middle 1950s. 

It is also said that the 
"disc-shaped low flying craft* 
was thought to be a manned 
reconnaissance/photographic 
craft and stated that: “Not 
many sightings have taken 
place, as usually, the machine 
operates late at night or early 
in the morning, but always 
after dark.” 

Does anybody else know 
anything about this manual? 
We’d love to know more. 

FLIGHTS OF 
DEATH 

I t has been revealed that 
regular flights containing 
radioactive nuclear materials 
are being carried out over 
Britain. Questions in 
Parliament have raised 
grave doubts as to whether 
the flights should be allowed 
to continue. Indeed, Denis 
McShane, the MP for 
Rotherham who first brought 
the problem to light, labelled 
them “flights of death”. 

According to the compa¬ 
ny responsible for the flights, 
British Nuclear Fuels (BNFL), 
the cargo is a deadly mix of 
plutonium oxide and uranium 
oxide known as Mox. BNFL 
says that the flights are safe 
because the fuel is transported 
in ceramic pellets strong 
enough to withstand a crash. 
But opponents say that the 
pellets are designed only to 
survive road or rail crashes. A 
recent study by the American 
Nuclear Control Institute says 
that an air collision could 
release enough plutonium par¬ 
ticles to cause “tens of thou¬ 
sands of cancers”. 

The situation is made all 


the worse for the fact that the 
flights regularly overfly densely 
populated areas, including 
Manchester, Birmingham, 
London, Gloucester and the 
South West. The fuel is being 
transported from the nuclear 
processing plant at Sellafield in 
Cumbria to destinations in 
Europe and the United States. 
Though it is known that these 
and similar flights have been 
taking place for some time 
now, all BNFL will admit to at 
present is that a number of 
test-flights have indeed taken 
place, and that regular twice- 
monthly flights will commence 
some time next year (1998). 

In this respect I would 
urge as many people as possi¬ 
ble to lobby their MPs with a 
view to having these “flights of 
death” postponed indefinitely. 
Questions have already been 
tabled in the House of 
Commons - MP for Bury 
North, David Chaytor, togeth¬ 
er with MP for Rotherham, 
Denis McShane, needs your 
support. David Chaytor, for 
example, has publicly com¬ 
plained of the “conspiracy of 
silence” which exists within 
both the Department of 
Transport and the Department 
of Trade and Industry regard¬ 
ing this and other matters 
relating to the future of 
Britain’s nuclear industry. 

Make your voices heard. 
Shatter that silence. 

EXTRATER¬ 
RESTRIALS 
IN THE 
DARKNESS 

T he search for intelligent 
life has found a new 
direction. The discovery that 
“life on Earth doesn’t need 


light and can exist in 
extreme conditions” is lead¬ 
ing many scientists to spec¬ 
ulate that the interiors of up 
to ten bodies in our own 
solar system could be con¬ 
cealing extraterrestrial 
forms of life. Therefore the 
possibilities outside our 
solar system are even more 
incredible. 

Until now common 
thoughts were that a planet 
would have to be a precise 
distance from its star, allow- . 
ing the correct amount of 
heat to provide a life-giving 
water source. Now the playing 
field has changed and NASA’s 
Associate Administrator says 
that “the probability that life 
may have arisen somewhere 
else in this solar system has 
gone up”. 

Plans for space-probe 
missions are quickly changing 
to involve research into these 
areas, and the excitement of 
the Mars and Europa discov¬ 
eries has leapt to higher 
realms. The National Science 
Foundation has started a pro¬ 
gram to search for clues about 
possible extraterrestrial life by 
studying similar terrestrial 
regions. But I guess the ques¬ 
tion has to be: Will they tell 
us if they find anything?

Frank Batts, 

Administrative Coordinator for 
AIDS project in Santa 
Barbara, California, was with a 
friend near the infamous Area 
51, skywatching for UFOs, 
when he noticed red and yel¬ 
low lights on the ground out in 
the desert. 

“They seemed much 
closer and bigger than any 
shots of the base I had ever 
seen in films,” stated Batts. 
They parked up near the 
‘Rachel 20 Miles’ sign. After 
around an hour a blue ball 
appeared above the mountain 
ridge and hovered there for a 
minute before commencing a 
“hopping” pattern that looked 
like the letter “n”. The whole 
thing lasted about two min¬ 
utes, then the blue light disap¬ 
peared below the ridge. 

A little over two hours 
later the lights on the ground - 
which they had continued to 
observe - lifted off the ground, 
revealing a large saucer shape. 
Frank estimated it to be 
around 200 feet across. Soon 
after this mist and fog 
obscured their view and they 
left. 

So it seems Area 51 is 
very much operational!

Sadeness Software

This CD ROM is a must for anybody who likes to surf the Net for information about UFOs and 
the paranormal. 

The compilers must have spent a long time putting together the fascinating collection of articles 
and photographs, which make this product excellent value for money. 

Subjects include: government cover-ups, human curiosities, space, science fiction and, of course, 
UFOs. Each one is dealt with in an in-depth and balanced way, looking from every possible angle. 
For instance, the Roswell incident is investigated thoroughly, with comments and articles by lead¬ 
ing researchers. To add to this, the autopsy footage is scrutinized by film experts and top special 
effects teams, and the conclusions that are made are truly eye-opening. 

I was delighted to see included a copy of the chapter in the Fireman’s Instruction Booklet from 
America, which advises what action should be taken in the event of having to deal with a crashed 
UFO. I had heard of its existence, but obtaining it had proved to be extremely difficult. 

Government cover-ups and conspiracy theories are included, and what is refreshing about the 
way these subjects are dealt with is the lack of attitude, allowing the viewer to make up their own 
minds about these truly challenging possibilities. 

The chapter on the paranormal is particularly interesting, covering ghosts, poltergeists, and 
many other areas within this arena. Again there are in-depth investigations into alleged hauntings 
and testimonies from the people who claim to have witnessed these phenomena. There is also sound 
advice about where to go if you want proof of the existence of the spirit world. 

In conclusion, I would highly recommend 'HiddenTruth'. The amount of fascinating information 
presented in this CD ROM will have you glued to your computer screen for hours.

Due to pressure applied by a group of people in America, the CIA has been forced to declassify 
certain documents under the Freedom Of Information Act. 

This particular collection of official documents and memos outlines the agency's involvement 
with and attitude to UFOs, although it is made quite clear that the CIA in no way endorses this 
product. 

Although this CD ROM carries around 700 documents don't expect any major revelations about 
the phenomenon, as many of the reports an,d memos have sections completely blacked out. 

That said, from an historic point of view, it's very interesting to get an insight into the effect the 
Cold War had on the way UFO reports were dealt with. It seems that paranoia dictated that any 
unidentified craft was either Russian or Chinese. 

One name that pops up continuously is that of a certain Mr Bruce Cathie, who is a pilot from 
New Zealand. In his letters to the agency he outlines his own beliefs on the reasons for the alien 
presence. He suggests that the beings are grid-mapping the Earth, and are in the process of colo¬ 
nizing the planet. Looking at the internal memos, this man was obviously tenacious in his attempts 
to gain credibility with his ideas, and is even accused of being obsessive. I say well done Bruce for 
fighting so hard to find out the truth in such difficult and oppressive times. 

Even our old friend the Black Triangle appears in a report from 1955, and there is one particu¬ 
larly interesting observation that UFO activity seems to increase when Mars' orbit is closest to 
Earth. 

I would recommend this product to anybody who is interested in old documents and enjoys 
researching back to a time when UFOs were generally regarded as a tool to employ in the Cold 
War struggle.

Professor 
Peshotan Mehta 

In December 1996 I 
received a letter from Profes¬ 


sor Peshotan Mehta MD PhD 
DSc, a very eminent scientist, 
requesting crop circle data. Dr 
Mehta holds two PhDs (one in 
biophysics and one in magne¬ 
tobiology), a doctorate of sci¬ 
ence in holistic science, four 
MDs and an ND! His creden¬ 
tials are peerless. 

At the time of UFO Reality's 
initial report (June/July ’97) we 
were obliged to withhold Dr 
Mehta's name pending permis¬ 
sion to publish it. There was 
understandably a great deal of 
interest in this first report and 
we are now in a position to 
provide more information. Dr 
Mehta has recently returned 
to the United States and has 
approved the release of his 
name. 

Dr Mehta has informed us 
of designs appearing in wheat 
and rice-paddy fields, as well 
as in the soot on the ceilings 
of houses where incense has 
been burned. The following 
four designs are a minute sam¬ 
ple of those which have recent¬ 
ly appeared. 

Sample Designs 

T465 - 1987: Found in 
wheat in the Punjab and mea¬ 
suring 420 metres across. The 
star measured some 250 
metres across. 

T466: This pattern was 
found etched in soil at Panch- 
gani, MS, India. The centre 


circle consisted of 10 concen¬ 
tric rings while the outer satel¬ 
lites were composed of 5 con¬ 
centric rings. 

T468:This extraordinary 
pattern was found in wheat, 
and measured a staggering 
1000 metres in length - well 
over half a mile! 

T470:This labyrinthine 
design appeared in rice-paddy 
fields at Panchgori, India. 
There are 19 rings winding 
out from the centre, each with 
a 12-15ft diameter. 

Ancient Texts 
Predictions 

Dr Mehta reports that crop 
circles have been appearing in 
India for thousands of years. 
He personally saw his first 
manifestation on Christmas 
Eve in 1965. 

According to Dr Mehta's 
interpretation, 12,000-year- 
old religious Indian texts refer 
to the appearance of crop 
markings over vast periods of 
time. (It should be noted here 
that other eminent scholars 
have certainly brought to light 
the fact that the ancient Indi¬ 
an ’Sanskrit' texts make refer¬ 
ence to UFOs, which in San¬ 
skrit are called vimanas.) 

Dr Mehta's studies have led 
him to believe that the mark¬ 
ings may be used to predict 


present and future events 
through the analysis of their 
geometry. 

Primary Interest 
Magnetic Fields 

Dr Mehta's primary inter¬ 
est in crop circles revolves 
around his expertise regard¬ 
ing the Earth's magnetic 
fields. His research has 
included scientific study int 
magnetic fields and the mai 
tenance and restoration of 
homoeostasis, electromagne 
ic pollution, and the applies 
tion of magnetic fields to 
agriculture and holistic ther 
pies. 

Included in his long list o 
awards and honours for his 
work in magneto-medicine 
are: the Albert Schweitzer 
Prize for Medicine from the 
Albert Schweitzer Foundati 
(1994); the Dag Ham- 
mar skj old Award for Medi¬ 
cine from the United Natio:

Pretty Blue Planet 

Think about it - travelling through the 
galaxy looking for a place to land; a pret¬ 
ty blue planet - let's put down on its 
largest island! 

Although not claiming fame for any 
landing rights (indigenous land rights are 
of more concern for most Australians at 
the moment) but written-upon and 
carved-into cave walls throughout this 
vast continent is evidence of extraterres¬ 
trial visitations since the Aboriginal 
Dreamtime. 

The most recent finds have been 
dubbed the 'Bradshaws', which have actu¬ 
ally pre-dated these Aboriginal drawings 
by thousands of years.

The Big Bang 
And A UFO Symposium 

The 'Big Bang' theory took on new pro¬ 
portions with the opening of the first ever 
New Zealand UFO symposium in 
Auckland, held in March this year. Over 
five hundred believers, sceptics, curious 
individuals, and probably a couple of 
intelligence operatives were left with 
mouths agape and the auditorium abuzz 
with animated conversation, after seeing 
an awesome video presentation by the 
Mexican 60 Minutes duo of Jaime 
Maussan and Daniel Munoz.

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Crop Circles At Sea by Kris Sherwood

The Handbook of Unusual Natural Phenomena 


A few months ago I became 
aware of a little-known and 
mysterious phenomenon known 
as Marine Lightwheels. My 
astonishment grew as I 
researched the facts. I now have 
little doubt that at least some of 
the physics involved is similar to 
that which creates crop circles. 

Reports of Marine Lightwheels, or 
Submarine Lightwheels, have been 
recorded by mariners for more than a 
hundred years, and one source states that 
they are also mentioned in ancient Indian 
literature. They are almost exclusively 
seen in the waters of the Indian Ocean, 
the Persian Gulf and the South China 
Sea, but are also reported in the Gulf of 
Mexico and off the coast of Western 
Australia - all in close proximity to the 
latitude of 19.5 degrees, a fact I find very 
interesting. 

There are hundreds of reports 
describing these gigantic rimless wheels 
of light, the majority of which are seen 
on, or just under, the surface of the 
water. However, there are also a few 
reports of the phenomenon appearing 
aerially, just above the water’s surface. 
While the source of the light itself has 


been attributed to the bioluminescent 
marine organisms, or Noctiluca miliaris 
(plankton) the question still remains: 
what is it that is stimulating them to 
produce the vast and complex 
geometrical displays that have been 
reported? 

Most witnesses describe seeing a 
distant pulsing - or oscillating - light, 
which seems to approach from the 
horizon. As it nears, radiating spokes of 
light moving rotationally on the surface 
of the water become visible, and are seen 
to be rapidly revolving around a central 
hub. Nearing the observer’s ship, the 
bands of light have been seen to curve 
concavely into the direction of their 
rotation, each band passing the ship at 
the rate of roughly one second intervals, 
and at speeds of 60 to 2000 mph. 

The parallels to the crop circle 
phenomenon are obvious, but how does 
it fit together? 

I suspect a critical combination of 
elements have to come together in order 
to trigger a crop circle event. Part of the 
physics involved may work in much the 
same way as a lightning strike, and may 
involve a similar ground-based electro¬ 


magnetic component. This might involve: 
ley-line energies; Earth energy-grid points 
(re: Bruce Cathie); the Van Allen 
magnetic belt; and the energy concentra¬ 
tion at 19.5 degrees latitude North and 
South (Richard Hoagland’s work in 
tetrahedral geometry). 

The ‘lightwheels’, by a combination of 
synchronous ingredients, may be an 
image of one or more of these energies, 
as captured and revealed by the agitated 
phosphorescence of the local marine life. 
Why the Indian Ocean seems to be the 
centre of this phenomenon when 
Nocticula is found in abundance in many 
other areas is a mystery. Could this area 
of the Indian Ocean be a power point of 
converging energies similar to that of 
Southern England, where over 90% of 
the world’s crop circles have appeared? 

While writing this article I kept seeing 
an image of lightwheels roaming the 
ocean’s surface, like the energy in an 
electric glass-‘plasma-ball 5 (the kind you 
can buy in some speciality shops) which 
radiates from the centre randomly until 
you touch it and it ‘magnetizes’ to your 
hand. 

But what ‘hand’ is involved here...? 
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by Malcolm Robinson SPI (Strange Phenomena Investigations) 


F or many years now Scotland 
has seen its fair share of 
UFOs. The following cases 
constitute three of the most stunning 
and inexplicable incidents on record. 

Near Air Miss 

This first case concerns two Scottish 
witnesses who were travelling in an air¬ 
craft on holiday to Spain on 23rd 
October, 1994. The following is a state¬ 
ment written up by witness Diane 
McCune (27) who, accompanied by her 
husband, was flying out from Glasgow 
Airport for a holiday in Lanzarote on Air 
Europa flight number AEA 228. This is 
what Diane had to say to SPI. 

"We had been airborne for around 30 to 
35 minutes, and it was just getting light 
outside. I looked out of the window of the 
aircraft and was shocked to see a small 
military jet flying at a rough distance of 
200-300 feet out and below us. It flew 
very fast in the opposite direction to the 
aircraft. I was quite shaken by the close 
proximity of this jet to the plane. Fifteen 
to twenty minutes later I was again look¬ 
ing out of the window (we were on the 
left-hand side of the plane) and we had 
just watched the sunrise. We were well 
above the clouds at an altitude of between 
35,000 and 39,000 feet, and looking out 
over a clear blue sky. 

"I then noticed, just northwest of the 
aircraft, perhaps a mile or so away, what I 
first thought must be a vapour trail from 
another large aircraft heading in our 
direction. We both watched the object 
travel closer to the plane. 

"At this point we were totally perplexed 
and very alarmed. My husband then said 
that it was definitely not another aircraft. 
I realised that it was 'not' a vapour trail, 
but a very long - between 500 and 600 


feet long - solid object, resembling a cigar 
or long tube. There were no wings or tails, 
but just this long solid object moving on 
its own. My brother and his girlfriend had 
begun to watch the object, and a few 
other people seemed to be watching it, 
but most of the passengers were dozing, 
and/or had their blinds drawn, as the sun 
was coming in through the windows on 
our side. 

"The object flew at first in an almost 
vertical position. It continued to move 
closer without making a turn. It then 
changed direction and began moving 
sideways, parallel to our plane. It then lev¬ 
elled out into a horizontal position and 
then began to tilt at a 135 degree angle. It 
continued across, then levelled out hori¬ 
zontally again. At this point it was straight 
ahead as we looked out of the window, at 
a rough distance of a half a mile away. 

"I could now see that the long, dark 
cigar shape was quite clearly a disc¬ 
shaped object, like an upside down, very 
shallow bowl. The bottom of the object, 
which we first observed as a long tube, 
seemed to be vibrating, or moving in a 
manner that was difficult to grasp. I 
couldn't make sense of the movement, but 
it was moving very, very fast, while the top 
disc part of the object was not moving at 
all. The top section of the object was a 
pale grey. The object was no smaller than 
500 feet long - it was ’enormous'.The mil¬ 
itary jet would have been at least a tenth 
of the size of the object at the same dis¬ 
tance. 

"There were no protrusions from the 
disc and no emissions. It remained in this 
position for around 5 to 10 minutes, not 
changing its size or position, so that it 
must have been keeping up speed with the 


aircraft. It then diminished to roughly half 
of its original size, then it vanished. It did 
not fade into the distance, but as hard as 
this is to believe "it just vanished". 

"Approximately 10 to 15 minutes later, 
another military jet appeared. This time it 
flew in the same direction as our plane, 
alarmingly close to us. It was just back 
and above us by about 100 feet, sitting 
just off and behind the left wing tip of the 
plane. We had to look back to see it, but it 
was very visible and very close. It was a 
green military jet. It remained like this for 
about 15 to 20 minutes (it appeared as 
though it was escorting our aircraft). It 
must have dropped back out of sight 
because it did not fly past us, at least not 
that we could see from our side of the air¬ 
craft. 

"I did attempt to confront one of the 
stewards, but his English was poor. He 
did understand some of what I said, and 
assured me he would speak to the captain. 
I gave up at this, because it was very diffi¬ 
cult to communicate with them. This was 
after we had landed at Las Palmas. I have 
never seen anything like this before, and I 
am still astounded by the enormity of the 
object. 

"I am convinced that it was not of ter¬ 
restrial origin, certainly nothing that we 
are aware of. I cannot deny what I saw so 
very clearly with my own eyes. As naive as 
this may sound, I do think that we are 
entitled to some kind of explanation as to 
the sheer closeness of those jets, particu¬ 
larly the second jet, and the fact that they 
were so close to us. This made us very 
nervous indeed. 

"When you are over 35,000 feet up in 
the air on a civilian aircraft, the last thing 
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you expect to see are military jets buzzing 
around an enormous disc-shaped object 
flying so close, although the disc did seem 
to stay at a more respectable distance 
from the plane. As the pilots were obvi¬ 
ously in contact with Air Traffic Control, 
we have speculated that they possibly 
spotted the object before it became visible 
to us, giving time for the first jet to 
appear, and so on." 

All efforts by our society to try and 
come up with a rational explanation to 
account for this quite spectacular UFO 
sighting have failed. We contacted 
Glasgow Airport who, although they con¬ 
firmed that flight Air Europa AEA228 did 
indeed depart their airport on the day in 


question, said they had had no reports of 
any unusual radar returns or UFO 
reports. Spanish authorities, including 
Las Palmas Airport, didn't even bother to 
reply to our written requests, and so 
therefore we instructed Spanish UFO 
societies to try and uncover any facts they 
could. Sadly, they too drew a blank! 

It is abundantly clear that what was 
observed that day was not a conventional 
aircraft that we are familiar with. Could it 
have been a new prototype aircraft under 
escort from the military, that got too close 
to a commercial aircraft and had to be 
vectored out of the area? Speculation I'm 
afraid, but the movements and character¬ 
istics of this object certainly convinced 


witness Diane McCune that what she saw 
that day was something from another 
world! 

Amazing UFO 
Photograph 

UFO testimony is one thing, but when 
you receive testimony backed up with a 
quite spectacular UFO photograph, well 
that's another matter. We at SPI received 
quite an amazing UFO photograph which 
was unlike anything we have ever seen 
before. 

It was on 12th November 1991, at 
around 9.30pm, that friends Phil Trevis 
(previously known as Peter Muir, a pseu- 
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donym used in previous SPI accounts) 
and Paul Penman (pseudonym) were out 
taking photographs for a project called 
'Light and Dark'. The following is the 
written testimony by Phil Trevis, as given 
to SPI. 

"My friend and I were taking pho¬ 
tographs of the BP chemicals plant in 
Grangemouth (from Polmont Reservoir) 
when we noticed a dim, or rather, two 
small dim flashing lights over by the two 
'flashing pylons' at Kincardine Bridge. We 
watched the object, which we thought was 
a helicopter, fly slowly over from the 
bridge to above the brightly lit 
Grangemouth Stadium. We watched it 
hover for around five minutes. It was then 
that we noticed that the 'craft' wasn't mak¬ 
ing any noise. Normally, if it was a heli¬ 
copter, we would have heard the blades. It 
then turned around and faced our direc¬ 
tion. 

"It was roughly 2,000 feet above the 
ground, then it dipped and increased dra¬ 
matically in speed. At the point of the 
photograph, it was about 200 to 300 feet 
directly above us. It was then that we 
heard the light 'pulsing hum' of the object. 
My friend and I were quite shaken at the 
time, but afterwards had an overwhelming 
sense of excitement." 

SPI conducted the usual lines of inves¬ 


tigative enquiry to try and get to the bot¬ 
tom of this incident. We ascertained that 
there was no aircraft activity in that part 
of central Scotland that night. Letters to 
the British Petroleum plant at 
Grangemouth, asking them if they had 
any small light aircraft or microlights in 
operation above their complex that night 
(on pipe inspection duty) came back stat¬ 
ing that no such light aircraft or micro¬ 
lights were flying above the plant that 
night. (The BP plant at Grangemouth is 
in controlled airspace; only special autho¬ 
rization can be given for overflights of this 
highly explosive complex.) 

Indeed such was the closeness of this 
object that Phil Trevis had to bend over 
backwards to take his photograph, and so 
what you are actually looking at is the 
underside of the object - concave, with 
numerous bright flashing lights being 
thrown out into the dark night sky, which 
creates a sort of halo effect. The object is 
consistent with what was being sighted 
above and around the small town of 
Bonnybridge in Stirlingshire, central 
Scotland; the town of Bonnybridge is still 
experiencing UFO sightings, but not as 
many as those which peaked between the 
years of 1992 to 1994. Things are still afoot 
in the Scottish skies, and the Fife region 
in central Scotland would appear to be 
the new 'interest area' for these elusive 
aerial visitors. 


The Fife Incident 

One of the biggest cases to have 
occurred in Scotland over the past fev 
years has become known as the 'Fif< 
Incident'. This occurred to four startlec 
witnesses back in September 1996. No 
only are we dealing with observations o 
large, silent, black triangle-shaped UFOs 
but also observations of many small gre^ 
'beings'. The case in itself is extensive, anc 
I will only cover it in brief here. 

On the evening of 23rd September 1991 
Mary Morrison, accompanied by her ten 
year-old son Peter, and her friend Jane 
left their farmhouse to travel to a nearb 
town because they had run out of coffee 
The time was around 8.05 pm. 

On the way there they observed a hug 
white stationary light in the sky. Initiall 
they thought that this was either a heli 
copter or a plane, but after a few second 
this bright light split into two. The 
stopped the car, got out, and were furthe 
amazed to see bright spotlights illuminai 
ing the ground before them. All three c 
them then observed a huge black triangr 
lar-shaped object with a number of re 
lights attached to it. The object was slov 
ly turning in the air and they could se 
what appeared to be a small dome on to 
of this triangular shape. They couldn 
hear any noise, which made the clos 
appearance of this object all the moi 
strange. 

After a few moments the object gradi 
ally drifted away and was lost to view. C 
their journey back from the shop the 
observed the same or similar object agaf 
but on this occasion it appeared to rus 
towards their car. Peter was so scared th 
he began to cry, which seemed to be coi 
veyed to this object, for as soon as 1 
started crying it disappeared. 

Although they were all shaken by tl 
sighting, Mary and Jane were al: 
intrigued, and they decided to return 
the spot with Susan, Jane's very sceptic 
daughter. While the car was heading bai 
out to where they had their initial sigt 
ing, they became aware of a tremendoc 
ly bright white light on the ground, besi< 
a group of trees. They also saw a brig 
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The field in which cocoons of blue light 
containing small grey beings were seen

blue glow shining from the ground and 
upwards towards the sky. 

It was at this point that events took a 
really dramatic turn., for silhouetted 
against the lights were lots of small grey 
figures, running around busily picking up 
what looked like boxes or cubes, and also 
cylinders. To the right of this amazing 
scene was a taller, brown-coloured 'being', 
who appeared to be intently watching 
what was going on. There was also what 
appeared to be a dark triangular shape 
further back into the woods. The small 
figures kept scurrying back to it, then run¬ 
ning out again. 

This was incredible. This was like 
something out of Star Trek. But this was 
reality! 

Just then, they observed what appeared 
to be a 'cocoon of mist' floating out of the 
trees towards their direction. Contained 
within this mist were several of these 
small 'beings', who did not appear to be 


moving, but were being propelled along 
the farmer's ploughed field in their direc¬ 
tion. That was it; they had seen enough. 
This was too much! And with that (and a 
few choice expletives) they dashed back 
into the car, quickly started it up, and 
began, just as quickly, to depart the scene. 
However, just before they did so, a 
tremendous 'burst of blue light' illuminat¬ 
ed the whole area, turning night into day. 

Those were just some of the many inci¬ 
dents that occurred that night, and indeed 
on several nights thereafter. Following 
through with our investigations we uncov¬ 
ered the fact that there had been many 
UFO sightings in the Fife area and, 
indeed, both families concerned with the 
incidents on the night of 23rd September 
informed SPI that they had witnessed a 
number of UFOs near their property in 
the weeks following their initial UFO 
sighting. 

The Fife incident is a major event in the 
annals of Scottish Ufology, and we at SPI 


are sure that there must be many more 
cases of a similar nature which do not ever 
come to the surface. Of course this could 
apply to many other locations worldwide. 
SPI will continue to investigate the UFO 
mystery occurring in the Scottish skies, 
and like our fellow colleagues from 
England and Europe, hope that one day 
soon this age-old mystery will 'slip up' and 
present us with details with which we can 
work to help solve the riddle of the skies. 
Here's hoping anyway!

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Colonel Wendelle Stevens has been 
investigating the UFO phenomenon 
for 40 years, in which time he has 
amassed what is reportedly the 
largest photographic library of UFOs 
in the world. A few weeks ago our US 
correspondent, Jilaen Sherwood, 
caught up with Colonel Stevens at his 
home in Arizona, USA... 

JS: Wendelle, how did you originally 
become involved in the UFO subject and 
how did your military background tie in 
with the UFOs? 



classified documents coming back from 
abroad and I was not in the 'need-to- 
know’ loop on the UFO problem. There 
were people in the same office who were 
in on all that, but I didn’t know it and I 
didn’t have access to the information 
because intelligence is compartmented, 
so you’re not supposed to trade ideas 
with other people. What you are working 
on is what you’re responsible for and you 
don’t talk to each other about it. 

At that time we had a standard rota¬ 
tional plan where you spent two years in 
the United States, then two years out of 
the United States. I came up for normal 
rotational assignment and was due for 
transfer overseas and they sent me to 
Anchorage, Alaska. I was assigned as an 
Operations Officer. There was no flight¬ 
testing so I was not flying, but among 
other duties I was supervising a team of 
civilians who were installing special 
equipment aboard a B29, flying missions 
over the Arctic. It was a good opportuni¬ 
ty to use that platform to collect data 
with respect to UFOs. 


WS: Well, when I graduated from fly¬ 
ing school there were some openings for 
young pilots in an Army Air Force test- 
pilot school. I qualified and flew all the 
aeroplanes in the government inventory; 
at the time that was a six-month course. 
We graduated with test-pilot speciality 
numbers, and that got me reassigned to a 
mobile air depot initially and then to 
Wright Field [now Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Dayton, Ohio]. 

At Wright Field pilots don’t fly all the 
time, so they have to have a duty desk 
someplace, and my duty desk was in the 
foreign division of the Air Technical 
Intelligence Centre. I was there when the 
Roswell UFO crashed and two or three 
other crashes occurred, but I was sorting 


They put search detectors on all the 
electrical systems and magnetic detec¬ 
tors, and radio frequency scanners 
aboard. The radio frequency detectors 
looked for surges or interference on the 
radio frequencies being monitored by the 
aircraft. They recorded data on all of 
these things and did this about three or 
four times a month. 

Well, I couldn’t develop any film out 
there, couldn’t look at any tape or any¬ 
thing; it all had to be downloaded, 
packed in a metal box, chained to an offi¬ 
cer’s wrist and flown to Washington every 
time there was an event, so I never got to 
see any of it. But my superiors told me 
that anything I collected by myself I 
could do whatever I wanted to with. But 
I couldn’t do anything with the informa¬ 



tion that was passing through my hands 
so I started looking for my own. 

JS: I’d like to know what your own per¬ 
ception is on some of the issues regarding 
UFOs. Maybe we could talk a little about 
the disclosure of information. The US 
government is supposedly allowing some 
sort of disclosure this year. Do you know 
anything about that? 

WS: Well, I hear the rumours. 
Personally, I don’t think there’s going to 
be any disclosure because it represents a 
loss of power to disclose any of it, and I 
think that the old argument that it’s a 
national security problem still holds. It’s 
a national security problem in the sense 
that if we have contact with extraterres¬ 



trials, or if we have crash residue and are 
studying it, then it gives us the potential 
for learning something new and the 
potential for ultimately developing a 
technological advantage of some kind. 
And in the history of conflict, wars have 
been won and lost over a minor techno¬ 
logical innovation. 


JS: Have you any opinions about the 
rumours concerning grey aliens working 
alongside the governments? 
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This mysterious object was photographed over 
Laurens, South Carolina in January 1971 


WS: I wouldn’t have considered that a 
possibility five years ago. But then I met 
a gentleman who came to me at a confer¬ 
ence one time and introduced himself, 
and said that he was a flight simulator 
engineer and he had just retired. He said 
for the last twenty-seven years he’d been 
working at Area 51 on the simulators, 
trying to teach our people to fly some 
disc-shaped craft that we had built, and 
also to try to come up with some kind of 
simulator to teach us to fly an alien disc 
that was operational that we couldn’t fly. 

He told me he worked at times "shoul- 
der-to-shoulder M with an alien being, and 
he said that the alien was helping him to 
try and find a way to bridge the gap 
between their technology and ours. In 
thirty years we’ve been unable to do it. He 
said that the control system in the alien 
craft depends a lot on mental input and 
we don’t understand or know enough 
about it. We’ve never been able to fly it. 

He told me an interesting thing that, in 
1968, he attended a progress review at 
Los Alamos Airbase chaired by Edward 
Kelly, and there was a big oval table of 
scientists and engineers and sitting 
across from him was an alien being in an 
earth shirt and slacks to make him look 
less alien. But he still had a dispropor¬ 
tionately large head and eyes, pale grey 
skin, almost no nose, no ears and long 


fingers, and engineers are usually pretty 
good sketch artists. He sketched a pic¬ 
ture of this guy and he later put it on a T- 
shirt. 

Having known the man for some years 
now and even knowing who his boss is, I 
am convinced that we have operational 
discs that we are training young pilots to 
fly, and that some may even be deployed 
by now. I don’t know where they would 
be. I understand the pilots selected for 
this program are specially selected to 
have no close relatives or nobody to have 
to report to. They live in isolation and 
they don’t go out and mix with the pub¬ 
lic. 

JS: Do you know the whereabouts of 
any alien bases? 

WS: I understand there are five or six 
being used at the present time. 

JS: There have been plenty of crash 
sites in the US; I know that you’ve 
researched them and written books on 
the subject. 

WS: Seventeen. 

JS: Would you like to recount some of 
the details? 

WS: Well, let’s see if I can remember 


here. The first one that I know 
came down on 1 June 1947 
west of Socorro, New Mexico. 
That’s the one with the six-fin¬ 
gered aliens in it, and one of 
them was autopsied in the 
Santilli film. The next one 
came down on 15 June in the 
White Sands Missile Test 
Range Area. The third one 
came down the night of 3rd or 
4th of July near Corona and 
that was the Roswell crash. 
There was another crash in 
August. It came down about 
forty miles north of Socorro 
on an Indian reservation and 
that’s the crash that’s reported 
by Robert Morningsky where 
his grandfather and some 
other Indian boys came upon 
the crash and rescued one live 
alien and found three more 
dead bodies. They also had six fingers. 

The indian tribe managed to commu¬ 
nicate enough with the alien to satisfy his 
needs and he lived with the tribe for sev¬ 
eral weeks, until his fellows came and 
rescued him. They didn’t tell the govern¬ 
ment recovery people that there was any 
of them at the scene and that they had 
one living with the tribe. The government 
didn’t get that information until after he 
was gone. 

JS: What about the crash at Aztec? 

WS: The crash at Aztec, New Mexico, 
came the following year in 1948, 15 
March or May. That was a large craft; it 
was over 150 feet in diameter and it had 
more bodies aboard, 16,1 think. 

JS: Why do you think there are so many 
crashes? Is it the government shooting 
them down? 

WS: No, I don’t think that we had any¬ 
thing we could have shot them down 
with at the time. There was a case I was 
investigating over in Charleston, South 
Carolina, where a young mechanic 
named Bill Herman had been seeing 
strange lights in the sky and they seemed 
to be coming closer. He felt they were 
watching him. 
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One night it was quite close 
to his home and he went out to 
look with some binoculars and 
a jacket and it took him 
aboard. They examined him. 
He didn’t feel they were hostile 
or anything like that; he even 
got a warm feeling from them. 
He asked them what they were 
doing and why they paid any 
attention to him at all and they 
told him that they would like 
him to intercede with his gov¬ 
ernment to obtain the release 
of some vehicle residue and 
bodies in the government's 
hands. 


He didn’t know anything 
about the crash and he didn’t 
even believe in UFOs. He was 
a born-again Christian. He 
asked them what happened 
and they said that they had lost 
ships in the western part of “your land”. 
They said that the craft went out of con¬ 
trol and came down as a result of a mal¬ 
function in their computer control sys¬ 
tem. At first they’d thought that it was a 
hostile action because a high-energy 
beam cooked their computer and they 
went out of control; they thought that it 
was done deliberately. So when they lost 
the second one, they called for a meeting 
of other space-travelling entities visiting 
this planet to consult on what form of 
retaliation to take. Can you imagine what 
they could do if they wanted to? 



Anyway, while they were consulting on 
this they noticed that the weapon kept 
firing at odd times, running around in a 
circle for hours and then stopped when 
there was nothing around so it obviously 
wasn’t being aimed at anything. They had 
observation vehicles watching it and they 
finally concluded what it was. It was a 
circular energy beam that had a lock-on 
capability and they calculated that if it 
locked on their ship for ninety seconds it 
would cook the computer and they’d lose 
control, so they designed some shielding 
to protect the ships to some degree but 
that wasn’t enough and so they adopted 
a flight control pattern that had sharp 
angular turns. The turns would prevent 


any beam or device from locking on for 
ninety seconds. 


This was what attracted Bill’s attention 
- the strange flight patterns. He knew it 
wasn’t any aeroplane. We went up there 
to see what was happening and it turned 
out that the Navy had a Research and 
Development project on Mount Wilson 
where they were trying to develop a 
longer range search radar. In the military, 
during the war, radar only went up to 
twenty-five miles. After the war when we 
adopted it for commercial airfields, they 
modified it and the search beam went out 
so they had control of the airspace for 
fifty miles. But when you double the 
radius the power becomes squared. 


whole flocks of birds in flight - cook ‘em 
and they’d drop dead. They began tc 
worry about what it would do to the 
occupants of aeroplanes and so the} 
redesigned the beams and what we have 
today is area search radar that is harmless 
to humans. But the first experiments 
weren’t harmless. 


If you take the man in Charleston 
knowing nothing about the crashes and 
the aliens reporting that it was a radar 
beam that was responsible, and then my 
research discovering that all of these 
crashes came down within two hundred 
miles of Mount Wilson, it tended to con¬ 
firm the statements made to Bill. 


It was also adapted by the Navy for 
vessels at sea, so they could see further 
over the horizon, and because the Navy 
were leading this field they were chosen 
to increase it from fifty to one hundred 
miles radius, another square power, and 
then they tried to go from one hundred 
to two hundred miles. So you had the 
original power squared, squared, 
squared, and squared again. They now 
had power that was quite potent and they 
discovered that when the research project 
was in operation the beam would fry 


JS: What do you think the alien agenda 
is, in particular regarding the greys? 


WS: I’ve spent a lot of time investigat¬ 
ing contactees, because there’s more 
information there, and I've found that I 
get picked out from the contactees in the 
sense that the aliens start watching me 
and what I’m doing. They tell the con- 
tactee what I’m doing when I haven’t 
told them, so I know that they’re watch¬ 
ing me. I’ve been able to send questions 
through the contactees to the aliens and 
sometimes they answer them and some- 
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times they send questions back to me. 
But when I ask: “Why are you here and 
what is important about this planet?”, 
they almost invariably answer that they’re 
simply studying, evaluating and report¬ 
ing back to their parent society, and that 
the Earth has the greatest variety of 
species and life of any planet known in 
this sector of the galaxy. 

They say this is because of the acutely 
short lifespans on this planet due to the 
harsh radiation from our sun, which 
causes rapid mutation of living forms and 
therefore produces the great degree of 
variety that we have. They say that our 
normal lifespan without the radiation 
should be about one thousand years. 

JS: I’ve heard you talk about a specific 
case in Ecuador - could you tell us a lit¬ 
tle about that? 

WS:Yes, Graciela and Jose. First of all 
let me say that when you look at their life 
it is very primitive. Their house is four 
poles stuck in the ground with poles 
lashed across the top and a bean pole and 
banana leaf thatch for the roof. They 
don’t have running water or electricity 
and they don’t have any radios, newspa¬ 
pers or magazines. So for them to 
acquire knowledge of the UFO phenom¬ 
enon, it has to happen to them or it has 
to happen to someone they personally 
know. 

Jose was fishing when a ship, about 30 
ft in diameter descended and landed with 
two legs in the river and one leg on the 
riverbank. A ramp came down and two 
beings approached him. They told him 
that their species was deteriorating 
because of inbreeding and high radiation 
on their planet, and it was losing its vital¬ 
ity and they were trying several experi¬ 
ments seeking to revitalize their race. 
One of them asked him if he thought his 
wife would serve as a human incubator 
and carry a foetus for them, and he said 
that he didn’t think that she’d think 
much of the idea! 

He told his wife about this and she 
called him a fool and laughed at him and 
said: “Where do you get such strange 
ideas? What have you been up to?”

However, the next morning she told him 
she’d been thinking about it that night 
and realized he wouldn't make up such a 
story. So she told him that if they found 
the aliens and it would help them save 
their race, that it was a small sacrifice for 
them and they ought to agree to try it. 
Anyway, she knew that her tubes were 
tied and she couldn’t get pregnant, and 
she felt reasonably safe to that degree. 
And I guess he did, too. 

A few days later they were riding home 
with the plantation owner and this thing 
landed in the middle of the road, and 
their truck had to stop and they got out. 
They walked up to it and the ramp was 
lowered and they walked up the ramp 
and went aboard. They invited Graciela 
to lie on a table, which came down out of 
the wall, and she got up on it by herself 
and the aliens showed her a viewing 
screen so she could see her body and x- 
ray from the side and from the top, whilst 
her husband was standing beside the 
table. They told him what they were 
going to do. I think he said he didn't see 
their lips move when they spoke. Anyway, 
they produced a syringe-like device and 
inserted the end of it into a container 
that held several little blobs of blue jelly, 
and they drew one of these blobs of blue 
jelly into it and they inserted it into 
Graciela. 

They left the blob of blue jelly 
on the wall of the uterus and 
told him and his wife that 
she would be pregnant, 
and that they would 
see them again. She 
didn't believe she 
was pregnant and 
her husband did¬ 
n't either, 

because they 
still thought that 
the tied tubes 
were going to 
prevent it. But 
she started going 
through the symp¬ 
toms of pregnancy 
and when they called 
a midwife she deter¬ 
mined that Graciela was 
pregnant. The midwife said 


that there were some other cases like hers 
in the area, and eventually discovered 
eight. There may be more; we found eight 
more that were similar situations our¬ 
selves. 

Of the other eight cases, the aliens 
came back at the end of the third month 
and took the baby, so Jose, Graciela and 
I were wondering whether they were 
going to come back and do the same 
thing again. But they didn't come until 
four months and ten days, and then they 
took them aboard the ship and removed 
the foetus. 

When they showed Jose and Graciela 
the foetus it looked like the aliens that 
were examining her, and when it moved 
Jose asked them what they were going to 
do with it. They said they were going to 
put it in a large incubator and develop it 
to maturity. He said: "Have you had any 
success at this?" And they pointed to a 
smaller foetus in the next room and they 
said?: "There's one." 

That was a very interesting case, and 
after that, after word got to Jaimie 
Rodriguez, he went down to meet them 
and the other witnesses and their boss, 
the truck drivel, and he brought Jose and 
Graciela a few weeks later to Mexico to 
be examined by a gynaecol- 
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ogist, and a medical doctor. 
They gave them psychiatric 
and psychological tests of 
all kinds and decided they 
were perfectly sane and 
normal. The doctors con¬ 
cluded that she had been 
pregnant and that she had 
aborted, and the gynaecol¬ 
ogist agreed. Because they 
were fully conscious the 
whole time, and said they 
remembered everything, 
they gave them polygraph 
tests to see if they were 
telling the truth. And they 
tested perfectly. 

They employed a hyp¬ 
notic expert who had a 
clinic and a degree in psy¬ 
chology. He was also a 
trained hypnotist of the 
kind that is used by big 
hospitals to control bleed¬ 
ing and pain. When he hyp¬ 
notized them - both sepa¬ 
rately - he got the same 
story, only with a few more 
details about their feelings 
at the time. It was one of 
the best supported cases 
that I'd seen of this kind.

JS: What did the aliens 
look like? 

WS: Those aliens had a disproportion¬ 
ately larger head, grey wrinkled skin like 
a beagle. They looked like they had loose 
folds of skin on their face. They were cov¬ 
ered from the top of the brow to around 
the chin in a one-piece suit that went all 
the way to boots that were part of the 
same suit. So they only saw their faces 
and hands. 

JS: Did they have the big eyes? 

WSiThey had disproportionately large 
eyes but they were not the big black eyes 
and they could see the iris in the eyes. 

JS: What about the beings called the 
Etivira? 

WS: The beings that claim they came 


from Etivira were beings that Ludwig 
Palmer met on the border between Brazil 
and Peru. He was in the health food busi¬ 
ness and he was looking for a giant aero- 
root for crossbreeding to get a greater 
yield, and he had hired some natives to 
take him up river looking for the root. 

After travelling up river with several 
different tribes, the last tribe took him to 
a little settlement area along the river 
where they found a village of half a dozen 
of what looked like plastic cones, round 
and pointed, and the people that were 
using them looked like Egyptians more 
than anything else. They were even wear¬ 
ing ankle-length Egyptian/Roman toga 
garments that looked like a single piece 
garment, but they were served by three 
domed discs standing on platforms 
behind the community there, and he 
tried to talk to them.

JS: Moving on to t± 
sightings in Mexico City 
we aren’t getting any news coverage i 
the UK about what’s happening ove 
there.

WS: A D-notice, what’s that? 


JS: It’s where the government take 
control of the media and prevents repor 
ing on a particular subject or situatioi 
like the Mexico situation. 


WS: Oh, in Mexico, the governmer 
collects information. But what the newj 
papers gather, they publish. In Mexic 
they publish it on the front page of th 
daily newspapers. 


The activity down here, in Mexico hs 
been such that they closed the interns 
tional airport at Mexico City three time 
for over an hour and they had to divei 
traffic to other emergency landing field: 
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Now that is a very expensive 
operation, and Mexico City has a 
population of twenty-two million 
people. They have a steady 
stream of transport coming down 
the landing pattern, one after 
another, like a minute-and-a-half 
apart, and to divert landing traf¬ 
fic for an hour means turning 
thirty or forty commercial airlin¬ 
ers away. They have to go some¬ 
place else. This has happened 
three times down here because of 
air traffic in the area that they do 
not have any control over, and 
are unable to talk to. 

JS: Have you ever received any 
threats from the military or the 
government for speaking so 
openly on this subject? 

WS: I used to get warnings 
about persuading people to break their 
security oaths in order to tell me about 
things, but I quit doing that.

Suspicious 

Circumstances 

On 26th July 1997, GREPI (a Swiss 
UFO group) sent a message to the CIA, 
listing the large number of Ufologists who 
had died during the past 50 years. GREPI 
underlined the fact that some of the listed 
names had died under very suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances. 

In response to this (plus pressure from 
the mainstream press in America over the 
Roswell incident and the mass sightings in 
Phoenix earlier this year) the CIA has 
now released an 11-page report entitled A 
Die Hard Issue, demonstrating an open¬ 
ing in the official lips of cover-up silence. 

The report doesn't start too well 
though, defining Ufology as "a neologism 
given to UFO buffs". (I think we all know 
there is a little bit more to Ufology than 
simply being a "buff.) Nevertheless the 
agency is now publicly revealing that it 
did investigate UFOs, and according to 
this report, that research was undertaken 
in some depth. Opinions on this will be 
rated depending on how much credibility 
you lend to this less-than-credible report. 

Sign Grudge 
And Bluebook 

The report also mentions that AMC 
(Air Materiel Command) at Wright- 
Patterson AFB was responsible for identi¬ 
fying and explaining UFOs, and really 
plays on the evidence put forward by 
Projects SIGN, GRUDGE, and BLUE- 
BOOK, however unconvincing. It even 
claims that the threat to national security 


in the 1950s came from a fear that the 
Russians might "overload the US warning 
system so that it could not distinguish real 
targets from phantom UFOs" (surely 
radar would have sorted that one out!). 

Due to the sighting of a saucer-shaped 
craft by US Senator, R Russell, while on a 
train journey in Russia, the report also 
states that the CIA believed that UFOs 
were Soviet weapons - hence its interest in 
the phenomenon. To add to this, the 
agency hints that it withheld UFO infor¬ 
mation purely to avoid "mass hysteria"; 
yet the report also states that leading 
experts did not believe that mass hysteria 
would necessarily result in the event that 
the public was informed of the situation. 
Obviously no Mensa members here. 

War Of The Worlds 

It's the same old War of the Worlds sce¬ 
nario. The day that the fabulous HG Wells 
story was broadcast on the radio, causing 
widespread panic, was a day that will 
haunt Ufology for a very long time. It has 
supplied the government and its agencies 
with historical evidence that mass hysteria 
in relation to the UFO subject is possible, 
but I'd like to think we've grown up a lit¬ 
tle bit since then. Society has now reached 
a level of conditioning whereby disclosure 
is hardly going to be a surprise. The same 
old excuse just doesn't hold water any 
more. 

The report says that the CIA looked 
into British efforts on the subject and saw 
that we too were investigating the UFO 
situation. An RAF air show in 1952 is 
mentioned, where RAF officials and 


pilots witnessed an unknown craft over 
head. It was described as "the perfec 
saucer". Two powerful countries wer< 
investigating this subject, yet they stat< 
that in 1964 still no evidence to suppor 
the existence of UFOs had been found 
maybe they forgot about those RAF wit 
nesses, and the thousands of others whc 
had reported their encounters and sight 
ings by that time. 

Robertson Panel 

It is also claimed in this report that, fol 
lowing the CIA-sponsored Robertsoi 
Panel Report in 1952, CIA officials decid 
ed that "no further consideration of th< 
subject (UFOs) appears warranted" 
However, the agency also says that it con 
tinued to "monitor sightings". Maybe it i: 
just me, but I think I'm starting to doub 
the validity of this report. 

A Die Hard Issue makes a big argumen 
for the fact that information was withhelc 
in "the interests of National Security". I 
then says that all investigative groups whc 
reported to the CIA found that UFO: 
posed no threat to National Security 
whatever - surely this contradiction is ; 
sign of a very confused intelligence com 
munity. 

Indeed, though the Robertson Pane 
complied with the findings of the abov< 
groups, it added that public disclosure o 
the UFO phenomenon might threater 
"the orderly functioning of th( 
Government". 

What more threat to National Security 
do you want? 
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UFO OR U2? 

The Top Secret U2 spyplane, an 
"extraordinarily sensitive national securi¬ 
ty project" according to the report, is 
indirectly blamed for a lot of UFO sight¬ 
ings. 

How is it, then, that a Top Secret high- 
altitude spyplane (and the forerunner of 
modern-day Stealth aircraft) was seen so 
many times by ground witnesses, and 
described by them as 'glowing like a very 
bright light' and 'making U-turns at 
enormously high speed'?! 

The report states that any light seen 
was the reflection of the sun giving it a 
"fiery appearance to observers below". 
An enormous shortfall in Stealth design, 
one would of thought. 

The report concludes with this state¬ 


ment: 

"The UFO issue will probably not go 
away soon... The belief that we are not 
alone in the universe is too emotionally 
appealing and the distrust of 
Government is too pervasive to make the 
issue amenable to traditional scientific 
studies of rational explanation and evi¬ 
dence". 

General Consensus 

Now wait just a minute! 

I for one wouldn't mind if UFOs were 
proved to be something other than visit¬ 
ing extraterrestrials, and I think the gen¬ 
eral consensus of opinion which I have 
encountered is in agreement with this. 
BUT, regardless of opinion, we should 
not close our eyes to the full body of evi¬ 
dence; we can't afford to when the pow¬ 
ers that be are trying to pull the wool 


over our eyes and at the same time creat¬ 
ing for themselves a greater veil to hide 
behind. 

There is no smoke without fire, and 
the world is covered in smoke - some¬ 
where there is a fire raging. 

I don't quite believe that the CIA 
expects us to swallow this. The reason we 
won't go away is because we know there 
is more to this subject than we are being 
told. Let us have the whole story. The 
CIA has itself stated that the subject 
poses no threat to National Security. 

So why not release all the withheld 
information so that at least we can make 
our own minds up?

THE DAY AFTER ROSWELL 

By Col Philip J Corso, (Ret)

As UFO books go, this is the big one. A retired 
US Army Intelligence officer claiming that, in 1961, 
when he was made head of the Pentagon’s highly clas¬ 
sified ‘weapons research and development’ depart¬ 
ment, he had access to files and artefacts from the 
1947 Roswell UFO crash. 

Answering directly to General Arthur Trudeau, 
Corso was given the task of looking into the military 
potential of the technology recovered from the 
crashed disc. 

If Corso is telling us the truth, then many mod¬ 
ern technologies such as lasers, integrated circuit 
chips and fiber optics are the result of the back-engi¬ 
neering of the Roswell artifacts. Corso also claims that 
the infamous Strategic Defence Initiative (SDI, or Star 
Wars) is the result of the need to protect the Earth 
from these alien intruders. 

Corso also gives us an insight into the inner¬ 
most workings of the US Army Intelligence agency 
during the Cold War years. Paranoia was rife, and it 
appears that Army Intelligence was convinced that the 
CIA was so heavily infiltrated by the Russian KGB that 
both agencies were, more or less, working hand in 
hand - neither knowing of the sinister alien threat 
which loomed over the entire human race. 

So it was Corso’s responsibility to oversee the 
task of investigating the technological potential of the 
Roswell artefacts. But he also had to keep several 
steps ahead of the CIA, believing that any information 
they obtained would go straight to the Kremlin. 

Interestingly, in 1947 (the year of the alleged 
crash) Corso claims that he saw one of the alien bod¬ 
ies recovered from Roswell. Stationed at a place called 
Fort Riley in Kansas, Corso says that he and another 


young soldier came across the preserved alien body 
during a night duty. It was only several weeks after the 
disc had been recovered, and many years before 
Corso discovered what he had actually seen. 

Corso’s description of the alien, or ‘EBE’, match¬ 
es the classic grey-type entity. He goes on to describe 
the feelings of horror and fascination he experienced 
when looking at this creature from a different world. 
He also mentions that, in the autopsy report, the body 
was found to bear alarming similarities to human phys¬ 
iology. 

According to Corso, the extraterrestrials’ 
intentions are hostile to this planet. He explains that 
he came to this conclusion because of the way the 
craft behave in ‘our’ airspace. He also cites the fact 
that cattle have been mutilated, people have been 
abducted, and the space programme disrupted. 


According to 

Corso, alien craft would 
appear on radar screens, 
buzzing military installa¬ 
tions with aggressive 
manoeuvres. For many 
years, Corso says, the mil¬ 
itary could do nothing to 
prevent this, not until 
President Reagan initiated 
the SDI project in 1981. 

Now the Earth is protect¬ 
ed by an electronic shield 
which is, according to 
Corso, the result of the work he did in the early 
Sixties. Already UFOs have been shot down using this 
laser weapon system, he says, and the alien presence is 
no longer a lingering menace that we can do nothing 
about. 

So, there you have it. Finally a highly credible, 
high-ranking official spilling the beans about the 
biggest UFO cover up in American history. 

But is Corso telling the truth? I have to say that 
I have some reservations about the claims being made 
in this book, two in particular. 

One: Why now, after all these years, is a retired 
US Army Colonel being allowed to break ranks and 
compromise what surely must be the most heavily 
guarded military secret of all time? 

And two: Surely a race of beings so advanced 
would have kept one step ahead of us, and not given 
us a chance to develop weapons from their own tech¬ 
nology to use against them. 

Even though I might not agree with most of the 
sentiments contained in this book, I do recommend 
that you read it and make up your own minds. Which 
ever way you look at it, Roswell was the beginning of 
a mystery which has led to much speculation; for years 
people have been asking the American government to 
tell the truth about what really happened, and now a 
major player has decided to come forward and tell us 
the facts as he knows them.

I n January 1975, in a small 
village outside Zurich, a 
farmer called Eduard ‘Billy’ 
Meier started to see unusual 
craft in the sky. Over the 
course of the next few years 
‘Billy’ made over 130 contacts 
with these craft and their occu¬ 
pants, some of which he 
photographed and filmed. His 
experiences drew him to the 
attention of renowned UFO 
researcher Wendelle Stevens, 
who flew to Switzerland with a 
couple of friends to investigate. 
This video is the result of their 
five-year study. 

At first sight it looks quite 
promising. Meier produces ‘hard’ 
evidence in the form of sound and 
film samples, as well as physical 
materials apparently taken from one 
of the craft, and Stevens and his 
associates appear reluctant to 
accept anything at face value. 

Twenty years on, and we 
know now, of course, that ‘Billy’ 
Meier was not the bumbling yet 
genial rustic this film makes him out 
to be. We also know now that the 
photograph ‘Billy’ presented of the 



female alien referred to (but not 
seen) in the film was in fact lifted 
from an International Model 
Directory. Doh! 


Nevertheless, the footage of 
the alleged alien craft - while lacking 
the finesse of the recent films 
coming out of Mexico - is intriguing 
enough to provoke debate amongst 
the unconvinced, as are the appar¬ 
ently independent witnesses from 
the surrounding villages who came 
forward to corroborate Meier’s 
story. It should also be pointed out 
that the experts who examined the 
raw footage found no evidence of 
trickery. 


From an archivist’s point of 
view this film is a valuable historical 
document, and it is for this group 
that Contact will be most appropri¬ 
ate. One particular point of interest 
is to compare the technologies 
used to validate Meier’s film and 
sound evidence with today’s, and to 
see how much has changed over the 
past twenty years. It’s also useful to 
note how much more sophisticated 
ufology has become in presenting 
its case through the medium of film 
and video. A useful video for the 
collectors.

tried to get close to the object 
it accelerated away. The fol¬ 
lowing day this happened 
again, but in the meantime a 
specialist team from a nearby 
base, Coltishall, were brought 
in, and they fitted the radar 
screen with a camera device 
so the movements of the 
object could be recorded. 

The tapes were confiscated 
and taken to Whitehall. The 
people at the base were told 
to keep quiet and were 
reminded that they had 
signed the Official Secrets 
Act. They were never given 
any explanation. My dad 
related this to me in about 
1978 and it really made me 
aware that there was some¬ 
thing to this subject - that it 
wasn't just lights in the sky; 
that these things were being 
seen by military people and 
so on. 

JK: Have you ever found 
any official documents 
regarding this or similar 
events? 

NR: Well what happened 
was that I started looking into 
the whole issue of what is 
kept at the Public Record 
Office [PRO] at Kew; the 
PRO is basically a large 
depository for government 
files - Army, Navy, Air Force, 
Home Office, Police, Civil 
Service, the whole range. In 
amongst the files at the PRO 
there are now about fifteen 


UFO files on display, which 
amounts to about almost two 
thousand pages. Although 
that sounds a lot, most of the 
reports are straightforward 
'lights-in-the-sky' reports from 
members of the public. But 
there are, I would say, proba¬ 
bly about twenty or so reports 
from pilots and radar opera¬ 
tors who've seen things or 
tracked things moving in 
Britain's airspace. There are 
also a number of documents 
outlining the procedures for 
military personnel in case 
they see a UFO. 


So I began researching 
these files, travelling down to 
see what was available, 
because these are released 
under the terms of the thirty- 
year ruling.

JK: Are all UFO files made 
available to civilian 
researchers? 


NR: The situation is that 
they have this thirty-year rul¬ 
ing, which means that in 1997 
we can't see anything that 
happened later than 1966 
because they release it at the 
beginning of the following 
year. So in effect it's thirty- 
one years. Also one of the 
problems is that I've inter-

weeks ago I was 
fortunate enough 
to catch up with Nick 
Redfern, possibly Britain’s 
number one expert on the 
MoD's UFO cover-up. As it 
turned out Nick told me

released in early 
October, 1997 (published 
by Simon & Schuster). 
We agreed that it might 
be a good idea to discuss 
the book’s contents. 
Which we did. The follow¬ 
ing is a transcript of our 
conversation... 


JK: Nick, can you tell us 
how you became involved in 
the UFO phenomenon? 

NR: I first became aware of 
the subject when I was 
about fourteen. My 
dad served in the 
RAF in the 
1950s as part 
of his 
National 
Service, 
and in '52 
he was 
stationed 
at RAF 
Neatishead 
in Norfolk. 
In 

September 
'52 they had 
one event 
where a UFO 
was tracked on 
radar travelling 
at high-speed 
across the North Sea. 
Aircraft were scram¬ 
bled, but as 
the pilots 
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viewed quite a few military 
people who've told me their 
accounts, and these records 
should now be declassified, 
but they're not. They're not at 
the PRO. 

It appears that, whatever 
military files are released, we 
already know about those 
cases. For example, if some¬ 
body's spoken out and said 
they were involved with any 
particular incident, after thirty 
years those files, or at least 
some of them, are released. 
But there are a number of 
other incidents where people 
haven't spoken out until 
recently, and those files 
should have been released 
years ago, and they haven't. 

So it appears that the MoD 
are quite happy to release 
reports of straightforward 
lights-in-the-sky from the 
public, but they are a little 
uneasy about releasing reports 
where, say, military pilots 
have pursued a UFO at high¬ 
speed across Britain. 

JK: How many documents 
have you found which show 
that the military are indeed 
aware of UFOs? 

NR: There are probably 
only about fifteen to twenty 
pages at the PRO which con¬ 
cern military reports, but 
these reports are fairly signifi¬ 
cant ones. There's one in 1957 
at RAF West Freugh, in 
Scotland, where five large 


UFOs were seen, and con¬ 
trary to the MoD's opinion or 
statement that UFOs don't 
exist, in the official document 
they do state that five uniden¬ 
tified objects in fact were 
seen. They state in the report 
that the size of the objects 
were nearer that of a seagoing 
ship's [radar] echo, so these 
weren't small objects; they 
were fairly large. 

But to give you an idea - 
the earliest documents date 
from 1952, and they actually 
date from the same time peri¬ 
od when my dad was involved 
at RAF Neatishead. This 
occurred in the middle of an 
exercise called Mainbrace - a 
NATO exercise - and during 
the same timeframe there was 
a sighting at RAF Topcliffe in 
West Yorkshire where a disc¬ 
shaped object was seen hover¬ 
ing over the airfield. There 
was an official report filed by 
one of the people involved, 
John Kilburn, who was sta¬ 
tioned at Topcliffe, having 
been sent there for the exer¬ 
cise from RAF Ballykelly in 
Ireland, and he reported, 
along with six or seven mem¬ 
bers of his crew, that they saw 
this disc-shaped UFO hover 
over the airfield, move in a 
pendulum like motion and 
then shoot away at high 
speed. Well, an official report 
was filed with the Air 
Ministry, and that is now 
available at the PRO. You can 
examine that. It is there. 


The following day an offi¬ 
cial report was generated by 
the Air Ministry, summarising 
the sighting, and this was cir¬ 
culated to about six or seven 
divisions of the Air Ministry, 
one of which was the 
Directorate of Scientific 
Intelligence. Well, in 1990 I 
tried to access the files of the 
Directorate of Scientific 
Intelligence to find out what 
conclusions they had come to 
in respect of this sighting, and 
their response ... the gist of 
the statement was that the 
files of DSI are classified: 
some for fifty years, some for 
seventy-five, and some for one 
hundred. So it is quite clearly 
the case that secrets can be 
kept, and we do know that 
DSI did investigate UFO 
sightings in the early 1950s, 
and the DSI files from that 
time are classified for ori^ 
hundred years. 

So, again, we've got a situa¬ 
tion where almost fifty years 
ago the Ministry of Defence - 
or as it was at the time, the 
Air Ministry - was investigat¬ 
ing UFO sightings, and today 
we still don't know the analy¬ 
sis of those sightings. 



JK: What difference do you 
think a British Freedom of 


Information Act would make 
to the situation? 

NR: The first thing is that, 
because we've got a thirty- 
year ruling, we can't see any¬ 
thing, literally, after the mid- 
1960s. The second thing is... 

JK: And that would 
change...? 

NR: Oh yes. In the States, 
some of the documents I've 
got recently date from '95 and 
'96. So, literally, you can 
request information from last 
year, or I suppose earlier this 
year, conceivably. Here in 
England, of course, you can't 
see anything after about 1966. 

But it's clear from the files 
which are available from the 
1960s that they all originate 
from one office, originally 
known as S6; then it became 
known as S4.This is the older 
version of the office in which 
Nick Pope worked. Secretariat 
(Air Staff) 2a 1. But again it is 
clear from reading the records 
that all the reports which 
came to S4 went to another 
division called the Scientific 
and Technical Intelligence 
Division, and they were the 
real people who did the work. 
The public office was essen¬ 
tially a front office to deal 
with members of the public 
and public relations, and so 
on. All the analysis of the 
reports was carried out by the 
people behind the scenes. A 
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number of reports show that 
the public office actually did¬ 
n't get to see the reports - 
they by-passed the public 
office and went direct to the 
specialist divisions. 

JK: So Nick Pope's claims 
that he would have known 
everything the MoD knows 
about UFOs are perhaps not 
quite true? 

NR: There has been a lot 
of speculation about what 
Nick Pope knows and what he 
doesn't know. I personally 
think he's being honest, in the 
sense that he’s said, 'Look, 
these are reports I saw', and if 
he's said that he wasn't aware 
of any of the divisions carry¬ 
ing out investigations I am 
prepared to accept that. I 
think he's telling the truth. 

JK: But so much of his 
credibility is based on his 
claims that he would have 
known if any specialist divi¬ 
sion was investigating UFOs. 

NR: Well, through the 
American Freedom of 
Information Act I've secured a 
number of American docu¬ 
ments from the Defence 
Intelligence Agency which 
show that, in 1992 in particu¬ 
lar, they monitored a number 
of conferences on UFOs 
around the world, particularly 
in China, and they prepared 
official reports on the subject, 
several of which are fairly 
heavily blanked out. 

These reports show that 
they circulated copies of the 
documents to our Ministry of 
Defence. Now what's interest¬ 
ing is, again, they didn't go to 
the office in which Nick Pope 
worked. They went direct to 
the Defence Intelligence Staff 


at Whitehall. So we've got a 
situation where the MoD's 
official position is that they 
investigate sightings over the 
UK, largely of lights in the 
sky, but behind the scenes the 
Defence Intelligence Staff are 
receiving briefings on the 
UFO subject from as far 
across the world as China. So 
something strange is going 
on, and something doesn't tie 
up with the official view¬ 
points. 

But I'm convinced that the 
people in the public office are 
speaking the truth as far as 
they're aware of it; they're 
simply not briefed about what 
goes on behind the scenes.

JK: Is there any evidence 
that MoD personnel have 'vis¬ 
ited' people who report UFO 
sightings? 

NR: I think it's fair to say 
that maybe some of the 
reports of 'men in black' origi¬ 
nate with these specialist divi¬ 
sions, yes. To give you an 
idea, a recent report was 
released concerning the sight¬ 
ing by a police officer in 
Wilmslow, Cheshire (Colin 
Perks) who saw an egg- 
shaped green object hovering 
in the sky in the early hours 
of the morning, fairly close to 
the ground. The specialist 
division at Whitehall, DI61, 
sent investigators from 
London to Cheshire to inter¬ 
view the officer. 

They travelled out to the 
site, examined the ground for 
any trace readings, or any¬ 
thing like that, and this does 
sound a little bit like some of 


the 'men in black' reports 
where Ministry of Defence 
people turn up, flash cards 
and so on, and request wit¬ 
nesses' silence. Publicly, as far 
as I'm aware, the Ministry of 
Defence have always said that 
they don't send people out; 
they are not responsible for 
these reports of MoD people 
going around interviewing 
people. But we do know from 
that report, and another one 
at the PRO, that they have 
gone out and interviewed 
people and filed reports at 
'CONFIDENTIAL' level, or 
higher. 

JK: What other evidence 
have you uncovered which 
suggests that things are not as 
they should be at the MoD? 

NR: In 1962 the Air 
Ministry introduced new 
guidelines, in the event that a 
UFO should be seen, and 
they specifically made a dif¬ 
ferentiation between reports 
from civilians and those from 
military sources. Reports from 
civilians had to go to a divi¬ 
sion called S6, and all the 
military reports had to go to a 
division called Air Intelligence 
Technical 5B. 

In 1994 I tried to access the 
files of Air Intelligence 
Technical 5B, and the PRO 
told me they hadn't got them 
there and that they didn't 
know where they were. So I 
went to the Records 
Management Division at the 
Ministry of Defence - they are 
the people who deal with the 
declassification of records, 
what can be made available to 
the public, what can't - and 
they hadn't got the records 
either; they didn't know where 
they were. 


They conducted a searc: 
for me and couldn't find 
them, and suggested that t 
had been destroyed. Now i 
problem with that stateme] 
is that all the reports from 
which are from members c 
the general public, are avai 
able at the PRO; you can s 
them - all S6 files are there 
But the military files, wind 
you would imagine to be o 
better quality and a better 
ibre, they have been report 
destroyed. Now if the S6 fi 
had been destroyed as well 
you could say, 'OK, maybe 
they did get rid of them all 
But to keep the reports fro: 
the public at the expense o 
the military reports, well it' 
bit lopsided. It should be tl 
other way round.

JK: Is there any evidence 
that military personnel are 
kept quiet regarding their 
UFO sightings and encoun 
ters? 

NR: Yes. This came from 
guy who's ex-RAF Police, a 
he said that they, particular 
the RAF Provost and Secur 
Services (P&SS) at Rudloe 
Manor, have a team of offi¬ 
cers they call 'shark watchei 

Shark watchers basically 
deal with anything to do wi 
internal security within the 
RAF. He said that, as far as 
UFOs are concerned, if 
there's a particular sighting, 
the shark watchers' job is to 
monitor those personnel 
involved in the sighting - to 
make sure, a): they don't 
speak to UFO researchers, 
and b): to the media, and sc 
on. If they do release infor- 
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mation when they shouldn't, 
this is termed 'Beadwindow', 
and this is the process by 
which military personnel 
release unauthorized informa¬ 
tion - that's what they term it: 
'Beadwindow'. If this is going 
on, fairly lengthy investiga¬ 
tions can be put into place, 
and this includes tapping of 
phones, intercepting of mail, 
going along to public forums 
to see if anyone is speaking 
out of turn: even following 
the people to the local pub to 
see if they're meeting up with 
UFO researchers and so on. 

The shark watchers also 
monitor people within the 
RAF with 'off-beat' hobbies, 
and apparently that can 
include UFOs, animal rights, 
CND, this type of thing. What 
is interesting is that, because 


these people are based at 
Rudloe Manor, or largely 
operate out of Rudloe 
Manor, they have close deal¬ 
ings with the P&SS, who, it's 
always been alleged, carry 
out the real UFO investiga¬ 
tions. There is one report at 
the PRO which has been 
released, concerning a UFO 
sighting investigated by the 
P&SS in 1962, and this is 
the first documented proof, 
beyond rumour, that they 
are involved in the subject. 

Tim Good really brought 
this story out in his book 
Above Top Secret, and 
expanded on it in Alien 
Liaison in 1991. But this 
document which I found in 
1994 was the first real docu¬ 
mented proof. 


What the document shows 
is that the P&SS, who were 
then based at their previous 
location (Government 
Buildings, Acton) travelled 
out to interview the witness - 
a P&SS investigator travelled 
out to see the witness and 
filed a two-page report which 
was classified 'STAFF CON¬ 
FIDENTIAL'; this was for¬ 
warded to the P&SS 
Headquarters and they actu¬ 
ally held on to it for about 
two or three months before 
they finally decided to send it 
to Whitehall. 

So, again, it's not the case 
that Whitehall is the first port 
of call for these reports. Some 
of them do go to the P&SS 
first. If it's a particularly inter¬ 
esting report there aren't any 
barriers preventing them 


siphoning off the report, so it 
wouldn't reach Whitehall in 
the first place. Nowadays it 
would stay at Rudloe Manor. 



JK: As I remember, the 
document caused quite a stir. 


NR: It did, yes. And 
because it caused so much 
controversy Rudloe Manor 
finally admitted that they did 
act as a coordination point for 
UFO reports until 1992, but 
they said they definitely didn't 
carry out any investigations; 
they just forwarded the 
reports to Whitehall. But 
these reports which have sur¬ 
faced under to the thirty-year 
ruling in fact show they were 
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carrying out investigations, 
and it was only after the pas¬ 
sage of some months that 
they decided to inform 
Whitehall of what was going 
on. 

Now this particular docu¬ 
ment, because it confirmed 
what was being said about 
Rudloe Manor, actually dis¬ 
appeared from the shelves of 
the PRO. I used it on an Out 
of This World programme in 
April, 1996 (Out of This 
World was a Carole 
Vorderman thing on BBC1.) 
About fifteen or twenty peo¬ 
ple wrote to me afterwards, 
most of them asking how 
they could get hold of the 
document, so I just said it 
was on display at the PRO, 
and it confirms all these 
rumours about Rudloe 
Manor. A number of them 
went down, including 
Matthew Williams and Chris 
Fowler. 

But when they got there 
the file wasn’t available; they 
were told it was being copied 
for another customer who 
wanted to buy a copy of the 
file. They made a number of 
checks and found that in fact 
that wasn't the case, and they 
got an admission from some¬ 
body at the PRO that in fact 
the Ministry of Defence had 
requested the file back. When 
Matthew and Chris asked 
why that was, they got a 
guarded response, saying, 
'Well, if that happens it’s usu¬ 
ally because there’s some¬ 
thing in the file which 
shouldn't have been there'. 
This suggested to us that this 
P&SS report, which com¬ 
pletely flew in the face of 


everything the MoD said, 
had been declassified by mis¬ 
take. 

Matthew made a number 
of enquiries and was told that 
the MoD had got the file and 
got that in writing - he got 
this from the Records 
Management Division. 
Subsequent to that he was 
told that they had made a 
mistake, and the file had 
never left the PRO; it had 
stayed there all the time and 
had been misfiled on another 
shelf. But what's interesting is 
it stayed missing for almost 
twelve months. That included 
an internal stock-take; they 
didn't find it in the stock¬ 
take. It included them trying 
to respond to Matthew's and 
Chris's enquiries, and it still 
didn't turn up, but thanks to 
Matthew and Chris's pres¬ 
sure, questions were asked in 
Parliament, and literally with¬ 
in days of the questions being 
asked this document sur¬ 
faced. 

Now this to me was a little 
bit too coincidental. For 
twelve months it was missing, 
and then, come the questions 
in Parliament, it suddenly 
arrived, and they said, 'Oh, it 
was on the wrong shelf. So it 
does go to show that if you’re 
prepared to look through 
these files and really scan 
them, occasionally you do 
come across something which 
is really good, and which you 
can follow up on. 



JK: You say you've man¬ 
aged to dig up a file which 


speaks of delta-winged air¬ 
craft being seen near BAe 
Warton as long ago as 1956? 
(BAe Warton, of course, is 
the home of Britain's Top 
Secret Stealth Program.) 

NR: Well, the file itself 
dates from 1963. A chap had 
written a letter to the Air 
Ministry reporting a sighting 
he'd had in 1956 in the 
Manchester area, actually 
fairly near as it was then 
called, the Avro Works. He 
described the object as sort 
of delta-shaped, flying at 
high-speed, and he drew a 
picture which was sort of a 
cross between a delta-shaped 
object and a heel, the heel of 
a shoe, which is interesting 
because that ties in with 
some of the reports of the 
objects seen at Roswell. They 
said it was a heel, or bat¬ 
wing-shaped. 

He saw this object in '56, 
but didn't report it until '63, 
so there wasn't a great deal 
the Air Ministry could do. 

But for me the most signifi¬ 
cant thing is the area in 
which the object was seen - 
it's precisely the area where 
today similar shaped objects 
are being seen - in around 
the Manchester area of 
Warton. So either these 
things don't belong to us and 
they've been flying in that 
same vicinity for forty years, 
or we've had these type of 
objects and have been flying 
them experimentally in the 
same area for forty years. 

And that sort of begs the 
question: if we had that tech¬ 
nology forty years ago, why 
haven't we seen it being used? 

JK: It sounds like you 


favour the idea that the 
'Black Triangle' is extraterres 
trial? 

NR: I think some of these 
triangles and delta-shaped 
objects are ours; I think the^ 
do belong to us. But in say¬ 
ing that I can't see that we 
can be responsible for the 
really large ones - the 300ft 
or 400ft triangles. I am quit' 
open to a 15ft radio-con¬ 
trolled object being flown 
from Warton, but I think if 
we're responsible for these 
400/500ft reports, which 
some of the reports are, quii 
simply you would see them 
being launched from air 
bases, taxiing up the runway 
But we're not seeing that. 
We're seeing them in the air 
but we're not seeing them 
take off and we’re not seeing 
them land. Not the very laq 
ones. 

So that suggests to me th: 
they don't belong to us. Tha 
report, as I say, is practical!; 
identical to what is going or 
today. So I mean ... these 
theories that maybe certain 
parts of the country are wh; 
they term 'window areas', 
where these things can 
appear and disappear ... I 
mean, you can get into the 
whole controversy about 
dimensions and so on, as to 
whether these things are 
entering our airspace - not 
from outer space, but 
through these supposed 'wii 
dow areas'. And the fact th? 
these same objects were 
being seen forty-odd years 
ago suggests to me that the: 
could be something to that 
theory. 
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And in any case, I would 
have thought that if they were 
experimental in ’56 then they 
would be up and running by 
now. You wouldn't still be fly¬ 
ing little experimental objects 
around the Manchester area.

JK: What's your gut feel¬ 
ing, Nick, regarding just how 
much the government really 
knows about the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon? 

NR: One of the things I 
found from examining the 
files at the PRO, and some of 
the military files which have 
been declassified from 
America which concern 
British involvement in the 
subject, is that there isn't 
really one office which gets to 
see all the information. 

If you write to the Ministry 
of Defence you will get a let¬ 
ter from the Secretary to the 
Air Staff, which is the office 
in which Nick Pope worked 
and which Kerry Philpott is 
responsible for now. Their 
opinion, or their viewpoint, is 
that there is no evidence that 
UFOs are extraterrestrial, or 
that they represent any 
advanced technology, and 
there's no evidence that they 
represent a threat to the 
defence of the realm. By their 
own admission, too, a good 
95-96% of all the reports 
which enter their office come 
from the public. They maybe 
get a few reports from the 
police, and the odd military 
report, which usually comes 


from a base PR officer. 

What I've done in my 
book, I've quoted on-the- 
record testimonies of several 
people (ex-military) who've 
told me that, although those 
reports go to Whitehall, the 
good-quality pilot reports 
and radar reports go to 
Rudloe Manor. So Rudloe 
Manor gets the meat of the 
reports. Whitehall's public 
office gets the reports from 
the general public, so you've 
got the left hand really not 
knowing what the right hand 
is doing. 

So when people say, 'Is the 
MoD covering this up; is the 
MoD covering that up?' ... 
you've got a situation where 
behind-the-scenes high-level 
investigations are being car¬ 
ried out and they are taking 
the subject very, very serious¬ 
ly. 

But ... as far as the ques¬ 
tion of what they know ... I'm 
convinced that as far back as 
the early 1950s, when the 
official records state that 
pilots and so on were ordered 
not to talk about sightings - 
and that's officially in the 
records - I think they recog¬ 
nized that strange things were 
going on. These objects were 
entering our airspace, and we 
didn't have a lot of control 
over the situation. 

Having said that. I'm not 
aware of any official reports 
where a UFO has, say, 
downed a British fighter- 
plane. But I think they know 
that something strange is 
going on. I don't think 
they’ve got all the answers - 
they may not have half the 


answers, but I think the fact 
that these things are able to 
come and go and our govern¬ 
ments and the military aren't 
able to do anything about it 
suggests that the MoD have 
taken a stance whereby 
they're going to deny that 
there's anything to the sub¬ 
ject. They can't be seen to 
admit that our airspace can 
be intruded upon and they 
can't do anything about it. So 
I think they took the decision 
to deny that there is anything 
really to the subject. 

But, again, as the official 
records are being released, it 
shows that contrary to public 
opinion, they did take these 
things seriously in the '40s, 
'50s and '60s; that's proven by 
the official records. I've no 
doubt that when the records 
are released from the 70s, 

'80s and '90s they'll show 
exactly the same thing. 

JK: So, Nick, the sixty- 
four-thousand-dollar ques¬ 
tion - is there a genuine 
extraterrestrial phenomenon 
occurring in our skies? 

NR: Oh yes. As far as I'm 
concerned, yes. I think when 
you’ve got a good solid 
report, say from a military 
pilot or radar operator, or a 
civil pilot, those people have 
got a hell of a lot to lose by 
filing a false report, and 
they're the people trained to 
know what goes on in the 
skies, recognizing cloud for¬ 
mations, aircraft landing, all 
this type of thing. I think 
when you've got a report 
from a quality source like 
that, describing a disc-shaped 
object travelling at high 
speed, you have to accept 


their testimony, and I don't 
know of anything which we 
operated in the 40s, 50s, and 
60s which could travel 2,000 
miles an hour plus and do 
left and right hand turns. 
These reports aren't simply of 
balls of light in the sky; these 
are constructed objects, and 
my considered opinion, based 
on the research and the files, 
is that a small percentage are 
extraterrestrial. 

And I'm convinced that our 
government knows that, and 
has taken a stance to officially 
deny that that's the case. 

I also think there is some 
collaboration with the 
Americans. Again, this is 
borne out by the files to some 
degree. There are indications 
in some of the files which 
have been released that the 
Americans have discussed the 
subject with the British on a 
number of occasions, as far 
back as '47 and at least as 
late as '92. That suggests that 
if the Roswell event was gen¬ 
uine, which I think it was, it 
could well be the case that we 
have been receiving updated 
briefings on the subject since 
that time. And as I say, this is 
borne out by the files. 

So I'm convinced the gov¬ 
ernment knows there's an 
extraterrestrial element, and I 
also think it's only a matter of 
time before this information 
surfaces into the public 
domain. 

JK: Thank you, Nick. And 
good luck with the release of 
your book.

I am writing in response to your letter of 30 August in which you ask 
about the involvement in the Apollo space program bv one of our base 
organizations. In the late 1960s and early 1970s, the 67th Aerospace 
Rescue and Recovery Squadron stationed at RAF Woodbridge did indeed 
provide standby rescue coverage for the American space flights. Of 
course, they were never needed to provide emergency rescue actions, but 
at the time, the unit was trained and available to rescue astronauts 
with their HH-53 and HC-130 aircraft. 

In earljyl988, the 67 ARRS was redesignated as part of the 39th Special 
Operations Wing, their primary mission changing from that of rescue 
to supporting U.S. Special Operations forces. Their secondary mission 
remains chat of search and rescue and they would provide any assistance 
necessary in future space missions. However, I have no details on their 
plans to do so.

Croppies have been harassed by, or have had strange 
encounters with, military personnel in crop circle land, espe¬ 
cially in the early hours of the morning. 


With this in mind we asked Kevin Ollier to come up 
with a few facts, which he did... 


Of Course They Are! 


Strange lights and sounds have been recorded at or near 
crop formations. The famous trilling sound w T as recorded by 
the BBC, who then experienced equipment failure. Many 
people report hearing this noise, which is beyond the 
grasshopper, warbler or crow-scarer explanations, although 
these are also heard. 


When one begins to get interested in crop circles, like it or 
not, sooner probably than later one has to ask the question: 
"Are all crop formations hoaxed?" Mainstream science, the 
media, government and the military will say: "Of course they 
are!" 


There have been literally hundreds of reports of light phe¬ 
nomena; but some actually filmed. Probably the most inter¬ 
esting was Steve Alexander's footage showing a ball of light 
skipping over a field and then heading towards a, distant trac¬ 
tor. Later the tractor driver verified the film, describing what 
he had seen coming towards him! Other films such as the 
German students' and Colin Andrews' are all evidence that 
weird lights are seen, and mostly in broad daylight. 


In 1991 Doug and Dave claimed that they began the 
whole thing - "just having fun with the UFO boys", they 
were quoted as saying. What they didn't do was done by 
copycat hoaxers. 


In fact I recently spoke to Doug Bower on the phone. 

Doug still stands by this claim. He thinks the "phenomena" 
still continues because in his words "too many people are 
making money from it for it to stop". I asked Doug whether 
he could entertain the thought that, whilst he and Dave were 
stomping the fields, there was a real phenomenon in progress 
simultaneously. Doug just giggled! 


As regards the Oliver's Castle footage (showing small balls 
of white light apparently creating a crop formation) my per¬ 
sonal view is that it is hoaxed. I think this footage was made 
because the likes of Steve Alexander's film showed real phe¬ 
nomena, but a suspicious film like the Oliver's Castle one 
could make all films seem dubious. For me, the Oliver's 
Castle footage was made deliberately to cast doubt on the 
likes of Steve Alexander's genuine footage. 


I personally do not know (or care) whether D & D did one 
circle, ten circles or all those that they claimed. I, for myself, 
know that a real phenomenon exists, as I have had my own 
proof, which at the end of the day is what any individual 
would like. But it should be obvious to everybody who has 
ever truly studied the phenomenon that there is more to this 
than Doug and Dave. 


Then there is the small matter of the scientific evidence, 
which does exist, mostly thanks to Dr Levengood's work in 
the USA: enlargement of cell pits, abnormal expansion of 





















nodes, carbon blackening, radiation measurements. Tests 
were first carried out in 1990 and still continue. The 1996 
Stonehenge formation was proved 'genuine' by similar meth¬ 
ods, yet still claimed by hoaxers! 

4 Formations 
Every 34 Hours! 

How many hoaxers are there? Three possibly four gangs 
are thought to be in operation, and even if true we are sup¬ 
posed to believe that they are responsible for 67 formations 
that appeared in the UK in July 1996 alone, 55 of which were 
in the latter fortnight! That's an average of 4 formations 
every 24 hours. Don't these people have lives! 

Hoaxers do exist, though. The question is: are they being 
paid, or do they do it for the hell of it? In the book 
Psychology - the Science of Mind and Behaviour, a defini¬ 
tion is given of a personality disorder called 'psychopath', 
and is as follows: 

"Psychopaths are often of above average intelligence and 
are charming and socially skilled; their charm can be very 
disarming and enables them to manipulate and exploit oth¬ 
ers for their own gain. Whether or not they engage in crimi¬ 
nal activities, they are amoral (cannot experience guilt), 
insensitive to others' feelings, impulsive, stimulus seeking 
(needing excitement) and have a low tolerance of frustra¬ 
tion." 

Does anybody fit that description? The hoaxers are now 
classed as criminals, which means they have to stay in the 
dark, can prove nothing and can claim responsibility for 
whatever they wish, whether responsible or not. Come on 
boys, why not video everything that you do from start to fin¬ 
ish, then you may get some credibility. 

Hoaxers do seem responsible for the 'additions' that crop 
up near a humdinger formation. Examples are the not-so- 
tidy dumb-bell appearing 10 days after and next to the stun¬ 
ning 'Time Tunnel' formation at Cissbury Ring in Sussex in 
July '95, or more recently the poor interpretation of the 'Tree 
of Life' coming after and near the 6-mooned Barbury Castle 
formation in April this year. It makes you think that the first 
formations are indeed the real McCoy, more so, rather than 
less. 

Aliens? 

So what/who makes the formations? 

I like the idea of aliens, but this has to encompass a dou¬ 
ble belief system. Firstly, that aliens exist; and secondly, that 
they're doing the formations. 

Another theory, relatively new, one that I don't like (but 
one that is very plausible, unfortunately) is that people are in 
fact responsible, that is with the aid of computer-satellite- 
microwave guidance systems; i.e. the military. Doug and 


Dave could unwittingly have given the men in black the idea, 
or at least the idea of what medium to use - cereal crop - in 
which to test their technology. How would they do it? Print a 
fractal, for example, on a computer screen, load the image 
into the SDI Star Wars technology, press send and, hey 
presto, there it is. 

The two main arguments against this don't hold water. 

One is that 'we' don’t possess the technology. This is proba¬ 
bly nonsense. 'We' didn't possess Stealth for 8 years after it 
had been flying! 

And, second, the military would test on their own land, 
not where everybody could see them. Well maybe they do, 
but more likely they have a shortage of crop fields, or even 
more likely the laser weapon needs to interact with a power¬ 
ful electromagnetic grid on the Earth to be able to produce a 
'glyph', and the correct amount of power may only be found 
in certain areas such as near Silbury Hill or Stonehenge, or 
other ancient monuments, etc. This theory could go some 
way to explain the military interest and the present debunk¬ 
ing campaign. 

The theory that I am most comfortable with, and ironical¬ 
ly the one which makes the most sense, is that the glyphs are 
made by an unknown force, be it Earth Mother or Earth grid 
connections with a supernatural force, or be it our own state 
of consciousness creating 'switch-on' keys for the next stage 
of our evolution. Look at the state of the planet: pollution, 
ozone depletion, rain forest disappearing, Antarctica melting, 
etc., etc., etc. For me, the underlying genuine phenomenon 
is humanity's wake-up call, even if the military have managed 
to develop something that mirrors it. 


But, are all crop circles hoaxed? Definitely not! 
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A Global Scale 


Part one of Star Cultures, dealing with 
the star knowledge of ancient civilisations 
of Africa and the Americas, touched upon 
the amazing science and technology 
displayed by such enigmatic peoples as the 
Mayans of Central America, the Dogon 
tribe of Mali in Africa, and the Plains 
Indians of the American South West. This 
part will deal with how these star cultures 
were also known and practised on a much 
wider and global scale. 

Mesopotamia is well-known as the 
cradle and birthplace of agriculture and 
writing. In fact it could be said that the 
civilisations that thrived and flourished 
between the Tigris and Euphrates rivers, 
of what is now modern Iraq, were 
responsible for 'seeding' the subsequent 
greatness and cultural influence of Egypt, 
Asia Minor, Greece and Rome. 

This fertile strip of land was the first to 
emerge from under the retreating ice 
sheets of the last glacial period. To any 
extraterrestrial intelligences visiting our 
planet back then, this would have been the 
only logical place to have 'set down', and 
to have established their initial Earth bases 
( 1 ). 

A favourite stance and comment of the 
champions of sanitized history and 
orthodox science is the well-used and oft- 
quoted chestnut: "Why would such 
advanced intelligences (obviously 
advanced in interstellar travel and 


propulsion systems) want to land on what 
must have looked to them - apart from 
one small oasis of vegetation - a very cold 
and forbidding planet?" 

The answer must surely be for exactly 
the same reason that we have a modern 
day space program and agenda to visit 
other planets in our solar system: for the 
purposes of exploration and the gathering 
of minerals, sources of life-giving water 
and food in order to replenish diminished 
stocks back on the home world and those 
consumed during their travels. The 
historical evidence for some scientific and 
technical 'quantum leap' in the culture of 
the ancient lands of Iraq and Iran is over¬ 
whelming. 

The Epic Of Gilgamesh 

Long before the biblical story of Noah 
and the Flood was penned by some 
ancient Israelite hand, the Sumerian and 
Babylonian record of such a deluge was 
already extant and lying inscribed on 
baked clay tablets under vast deserts of 
sand. The Epic of Gilgamesh, and the first 
account of a global inundation by water, 
was only part of the recorded history of 
the people we now know lived in the 
regions Sumer and Akkad. 

The libraries of Nineveh contained 
thousands of clay tablets inscribed by reed 
pens, that informed a wondering world of 
early civilisations and their daily routines. 
The discoveries ofWoolley and others like 
him pushed the boundaries of human 
culture and civilisation further back than 
was comfortable for the theologians and 
leaders of the world's various religions. 

Another race of people also dwelt in this 
land - the Chaldees. This was a race and a 
sect who were typically and specifically of 
a sacerdotal orientation, both in dress and 
practice, not unlike the later sect of the 
Druids of Europe. The Druids more than 
likely owe their foundation and origins. 


along with, the knowledge of the magnetic 
powers of natural planetary forces, to 
these Mesopotamian ancestors who 
possessed a knowledge of the stars and 
planets to rival that of their Egyptian 
counterparts. One of their greatest cities 
was Ur, the place from which, according 
to biblical texts, Abraham was led forth on 
his holy mission to new lands further 
north and west of his birthplace. 

The star culture and knowledge of the 
priest; sorcerers of Chaldea is legendary. 
Their skills and expertise in reading the 
portents and affects of planetary conjunc¬ 
tions is almost mythical in its accuracy. 
They obviously knew of planets and stars 
which were supposedly unknown until 
astronomers of later ages, and in 
particular those of the nineteenth and 
twentieth centuries, discovered them with 
the use of modern telescopic instruments 

- instruments which surely were not part 
and parcel of the standard equipment for 
ancient Chaldean laboratories. 

This brings us to the only possible and 
logical conclusion that their knowledge of 
the stars and the planets of our solar 
system, like that of their forebears and 
ancestors, the Sumerians, and the civilisa¬ 
tions of Akkad and Assyria, were 
introduced to the ancient astronomers of 
Chaldea by an intelligence, or intelli¬ 
gences, of an extraterrestrial origin. 

Lost Cities 
And A Circular Disc 

The excavation of ancient Iraq and its 
neighbouring countries has been written 
about and documented by many learned 
and eminent archaeologists and explorers 

- men of the calibre of Professor C 
Leonard Woolley, and Leonard Cotterell: 
the latter's book on Lost Cities, published 
in 1957 (2) is well worth the effort of 2 
book-search for those not yet luck} 
enough to have read a copy. 
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star cultures 


■ To go into the whole corpus of recorded 
history on the star knowledge of these 
ancient and enigmatic star-gazers is 
beyond the scope and remit of this one 
brief article, but I will touch on one 
particular artefact that has puzzled both 
academic experts and enthusiasts of the 
period past and present. 

It is a circular disc found among the clay 
tablets of the library at Nineveh. 

Scholars given the task of deciphering 
the artefact ended up calling it M the most 
puzzling Mesopotamian document" (3). 
The author, Zecharia Sitchin, in his book 
the Twelfth Planet, treated the subject of 
this disc with the utmost seriousness and 
in some depth. The plate or disc was 
initially given to the British Royal 
Astronomical Society on January 9th, 
1880, for examination and analysis. 
Although the society decided it was a 
planisphere of some kind, they did not 
fully decode or explain its real purpose. 
However, they did announce that it 
appeared to contain measurements and 
information of a scientific and technologi¬ 
cal nature. 

In addition, they also came to a 
generally agreed and accepted proposition 
that planets and stars were indeed 
represented, and according to a discourse 
given on the disc by RHM Bosanquet and 
AH Sayce, phases of the Moon were also 
recorded. Dr Fritz Hommel, writing in a 
German magazine in 1891, drew attention 
to the fact that each of the eight segments 
of the planisphere formed an angle of 45 
degrees, which accorded a complete sweep 
of the skies of 360 degrees. He also 
deduced a focal point of some marked 
location in the Babylonian skies. 

Nothing more was done about the 
matter of the disc until 1912 and 1915, 
when German author, Ernest F Weidner, 
wrote two handbooks on Babylonian 
astronomy. Although - apparently - he 
thoroughly analyzed the disc, he was 
baffled by it, and concluded it was some 
sort of implement for magical rites. 

Two words which are inscribed on the 
disc stand out from the rest though, and 
from an extraterrestrial point of view, are 
very revealing. Indeed, they go a long way 


to telling us at least part of the puzzle, 
while at the same time raising even more 
enigmatic questions. The two words are 
Sumerian in origin and meaning. One is 
DILGAN, which literally means "the first 
station", and the other is APIN, which is 
translated as, "where the right course is 
set". 'Apin' has been identified by eminent 
authorities to be the planet Mars. In fact 
the disc depicts what, according to the 
experts, appear to be planetary way 
stations. 

Seemingly they depict and describe the 
way of the God Enlil as he approaches our 
Earth from the first planet they 
encountered in our solar system, which 
was Pluto. In all there are seven planets 
depicted, with Earth being the seventh. 
Now any amateur astronomer worth his 
salt knows that our Earth is the third 
planet from the sun, so why does this disc, 
or plate, portray Earth as the seventh 
planet? Whichever way one interprets the 
inscriptions, they all add up to the 
inescapable fact that the disc and 
planisphere is a map for travellers 
approaching and entering our solar 
system, and their eventual descent into 
and through the skies above ancient 
Sumer. 

The Sirius Connection 

Before we leave the subject of this 
fascinating Sumerian oopa, I would like to 
draw the reader's attention once again to 
the tribal legends and culture of the 
Dogon tribe of African Mali. One of the 
many references in the book Ancient 
Egypt and the Sirius Connection, by 
Murry Hope, about a star culture and the 
leonine race that imparted it to them, 
deals with the significant fact that the 
Dogons knew of the planets Jupiter and 
Saturn, among others, in our solar system. 

Saturn they called "the planet of 
limiting the place".This sounds very much 
like the Sumerian and Akkadian phrases 
for describing these planets. Their 
knowledge of the fifty-year cycle of 
Digitaria (or Sirius B) around Sirius A, the 
star now so familiar to us as the dog of the 
heavenly hunter, Orion, is also shared by 
the ancient civilisations of The Fertile 
Crescent. 


Another artefact of the period which 
adds weight to the testimony of Sumerian 
and Akkadian star knowledge is an 
Akkadian seal from the third millennium 
BC, now resting in the Vorderarasiatiche 
Abteilung of the state museum in East 
Berlin. 

It depicts what appear to be eleven 
globes shown as dots arrayed around a 
central large-rayed star. It treats our Moon 
as a proper celestial body and accounts for 
all the currently known planets of our 
solar system. The well-known UFOlogist 
and lecturer, Robert "Bob" Dean, classes 
the objects oopas (out of place artefacts), 
because the academic communities of 
modern science does not know how to 
categorize them; they are a puzzle. As they 
are placed and neatly pigeon-holed into 
their comfortable and accepted view of 
archaeology, they are shelved to gather 
dust in the dark and dingy corners of 
various national museums. 

In support of the corpus of material on 
star knowledge, the many legends of the 
pantheon of Mesopotamian Gods and 
Goddesses are very similar to those of 
ancient Egypt, though instead of the Gods 
Osiris and Set and the Goddess Isis, their 
Sumerian and Akkadian equivalents are 
named Enlil, Enki and Inanna. 

The Crafty God 

Samuel Noah Kramer, one of the 
founding fathers of Sumerian literary 
research, and John Maier, have co¬ 
published an excellent book on the God 
Enki, called Myths of Enki the Crafty 
God. To my mind it is one of the most 
intensive and revealing books ever written 
on this apparently mischievous friend of 
mankind. It is this god, under his 
appellation of Ea, that speaks to the 
Sumerian 'Noah', Gilgamesh, through the 
reed wall to warn him about the coming of 
the flood which will wipe out humanity. I 
would like to quote here another of the 
many odes and poems to be found in this 
most excellent book, which appears to 
contain hints of a possible extraterrestrial 
intelligence meting out justice to its 
creation: 

"Ea (Enki) answered him (Marduk) 
speaking to him a word, giving him a plan 
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to relieve the Gods: 'Hand over just one of 
their brothers. Let that one alone die so 
that people may be fashioned! Make sure 
the great Gods are here in assembly: the 
guilty is to be handed over so they can 
stand firm!' (4).” 

The plan outlined above must surely be 
a paradigm for justice everywhere, 
established in Mesopotamia over five 
thousand years ago. Are these not the texts 
which formed the basis of Old Testament 
stories in our Bible, and are an integral 
part of religions everywhere? 

The story of Sargon the Great is almost 
identical in content to that of Moses in the 
Old Testament. The Creation Epic 
unearthed by Henry Layard in the library 
of Ashurbanipal, at Nineveh, is a classic 
comparable to rival that of any subse¬ 
quently penned by any other ancient civil¬ 
isation and classic author of note, 
including those of Asia Minor, an area we 
will touch upon in a later issue in this 
series. 


The temples of cities such as Erech, 
Sippar and the almost mythical Eridu, 
built on the northern shores of the Persian 
Gulf, with their amazing Ziggurats, testify 
to a knowledge of building techniques and 
architecture rivalled only by those 
inherent in the pyramids of ancient Egypt 
and the Mayan/Aztec civilisations of 
central Mexico. 

Surely an unbiased consideration and 
analysis of all the documented and 
recorded evidence on these ancient star 
cultures by those more academically 
qualified would produce the inescapable 
conclusion that, at some time in the long 
distant past of our planet, an as yet 
unidentified extraterrestrial intelligence 
introduced and seeded the beginnings of 
Earthly civilisations. 

In view of the recent revelations from 
NASA with regard to the Martian 
meteorites found in Antarctica which 
landed on the icy continent many 
thousands of years ago, containing 
bacterial life, this planet may yet hold the 


answer to our Earthly origins of intelli¬ 
gence. 

In part three of this series we will deal 
with the fascinating and controversial 
subject of star cultures and the probable 
extraterrestrial contact of alien intelli¬ 
gences with the tribes and peoples of the 
Holy Land, as recorded in the Old 
Testament of the Bible.

Daniel Transit - and that's not the name

Star Communion 

This short article can't really do justice 
to the detail of Transit’s work. Presented 
coldly in this way the claims have a way of 
looking unbelievable. Most research is 
presented in the form of small publica¬ 
tions or newsletters although an increas¬ 
ingly ambitious approach has now led to 
the availability of the first of a projected 
series of 'Star Communion' reports, in 
which the roots of present day popular 
culture are traced through literature and 
historical studies. 

'Star Communion Report 1' starts with 
the emergence of Homo sapiens and ends 
with a 1994 interview with Marianne 
Faithful - a singer and actress most 
famous for the cult movie 'Girl on a 
Motorcycle' and an ill-starred relationship 
with Mick Jagger. Faithful bemoans the 
deaths of many of her friends and remem¬ 
bers that they used to speculate on what 
they'd do if a UFO landed on Earth. She 
was the only one who said she would stay 
on Earth. The people who said they would 
go with the UFO - including Rolling 
Stones guitarist Brian Jones - are no 
longer living on this planet! 

It is to Daniel Transit's eternal credit 
that he has found the most obscure refer¬ 
ences linking UFOs and popular culture. 
And more than this. He has worked them 
into accounts that start somewhere near 
amazing and hit 'Truly mind blowing' on 
a regular basis. You thought Frank Sinatra 
was an octogenarian crooner who made 
regular appearances on the news as his 
health hit rock bottom, right? 

Wrong! Sinatra gets a publication all to 
himself. Okay, it may be superficial to link 
his initials 'FS' with 'Flying Saucer, but 
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I can't do justice to 
Daniel Transit's work here.

same time Daniel Transit 
went overground with his 
never-ending quest. Some of 
the Bowie/alien connections 
are well-known. However, 
the impressive sales of 
Transit's research paper owe 
a lot to the enigmatic con¬ 
nections he has made 
between Bowie and 
author/UFO experiencer 
Whitley Strieber.

Do UFOs Exist? 


VU/RU: Can you describe it? 

AZ: It happened in 1933; I was only

realized he wasn't a man. We looked at 
each other for ten seconds and then I ran 
away. When I returned he wasn’t there.

Personally, I understand UFOs in this 
sense.

VU/RU: In your opinion, is 
there some kind of interaction 
between humans and extrater¬ 
restrials?

AZ: It's a question from the 
field of cosmic psychology, if it 
can be so expressed. It’s out of 
the framework of usual human 
psychology.

In the given case, we're only 
able to put forward an assump¬ 
tion; there isn’t an exact, scien¬ 
tifically-proven opinion on this 
question. We are only able to 
discuss this topic in a sugges¬ 
tive format. 

It is necessary to reason that 
they don't interfere in our 
affairs because if they inter¬ 
fered then there wouldn't be 
the natural development of the 
civilization of mankind. Only 
at critical moments when the 
civilization of Earth is on the 
brink of destruction, then 
maybe they will interfere in 
order to preserve civilization. 
Only in such a case will they 


intervene. 

It looks as if they possess 
another type of energy which 
humans don't because they've 
achieved a higher level of 
development. But what would 
the introduction of their ener¬ 
gy mean for humanity? If they 
arrived and said "here we are" 
then they must give us the new 
energy. Each introduction of 
new energy is a leap in the 
development of civilization. 

A Leap 

Take the application of 
steam, for example - it's a leap; 
electricity - it's a leap; nuclear 
energy - it’s a leap. If the ETs 
give this new type of energy 
then that is straight interfer¬ 
ence. Very serious interference 
at that, and we are not mature 
enough for it. We are still very 
aggressive; we war with each 
other. 

Can you guess what the 
introduction of this new type 
of energy might bring? 
Mankind has always used new 
scientific achievements for mil¬ 
itary purposes. Therefore, they 
are not able to interfere with 
our affairs right now. We still 
haven't matured to a level of 
transition high enough for a 
new technology, a new energy, 
and that means to a new 
degree of our civilization's 
development. 

VU/RU: Several people feel 
that the Earth is some kind of 
nursery, that humans are like 
'experimental rabbits’ for 
extraterrestrial civilizations. 
What is your feeling about 
this? 

AZ: I don’t think it’s true. 
Sometimes there is compari¬ 
son, saying that they study us 
like we study flies, but it's nec¬ 
essary to say that if they're at a 
higher degree of development 
then this means not only on a 
technological level but on a 
psychological, moral level; they 
wouldn’t allow themselves to 
treat people the way that peo¬ 
ple treat flies. 

Another thing: we have to 
research and research without 
causing humiliation. If they 


have arrived then it's not sim¬ 
ply for that reason. Certainly 
they are studying us, but while 
they are studying us and our 
stages of development they are

receiving the opportunity to 
predict the future, to get to 
know the mechanics of the pat¬ 
tern of our evolutionary 
process. Having met a 
humanoid I didn't feel any 
humiliation. It was the other 
way around; he gave me some¬ 
thing. 

Contact 

VU/RU: Do you think con¬ 
tact with them will be danger¬ 
ous, or of benefit to mankind? 

AZ: If we agree that they are 
at a higher level than us, then 
certainly, contact with them 
might be of great use to peo¬ 
ple, in so much that they pos¬ 
sess a more modern type of 
energy and that the introduc¬ 
tion of this energy might pro¬ 
duce great changes in the 
development of mankind for 
the better. Each following type 
of energy will be greater than 
the last. It’s clear that they pos¬ 
sess a different kind of energy 
which we still don’t know 
about. In my opinion it would 
bring us only aid. If they want¬ 
ed to bring harm to us then 
they would have brought it 
long ago. 

It is clear from our research 


that they have been observing 
and contacting us for a long 
time. Anomalous phenomena 
have displayed themselves 
throughout the entire history 
of mankind. Even in the Bible 
there is a description of an 
observation of this kind of 
object - the famous testimony 
of the prophet Ezekiel, which 
describes the appearance of a 
UFO in the sky above him. 

But we have already dis¬ 
cussed the fact that today it 
might be out of the question 
that they will contact us, in 
view of mankind’s aggression 
and the low standards of its 
moral level. Looking at the his¬ 
tory of the development of our 
civilization, it's almost possible 
to say with confidence that we 
must find our own way out of 
our problems. 

Proof Of Cosmic

VU/RU: You talk about con¬ 
tact as though you have proof 
of an extraterrestrial exis¬ 
tence...? 

AZ: At our scientific labora¬ 
tory at Tver State University,

A Past And Future 
Dimension 

Q: Jim, who would you say 
the ETs are? Where do they 
come from? 

JK: Personally I think there 
are different types of life - just 
as we have different tribes all 
over the world. It's like the uni¬ 
verse out there is exactly the 
same. But I do believe there 
are people that are coming 
from our own time, coming 
back, I think from our own 
time and from a different 
dimension. 

Q: When you say time, do 
you mean our own past? 

JK: Yes, maybe; from our 
past and our future. I think it's 
all as one. As soon as you 


encounter the space or the 
technology that can actually 
travel the way that we trav¬ 
elled, then to me I just believe 
that anything is possible. The 
places that we went and the 
things that I was shown on the 
ship, then I would say that 
there are thousands of races, if 
not millions out in the stars, of 
all different types and aspects. 

Q: Do you ever see a time 
when ETs and humans will 
live side by side on Earth? 

JK: Yes, I think that's 
inevitable really. I think it will 
happen, but I think there's so 
much we've got to sort out 
before that will happen. I think 
there are a lot of things that we 
need to change as people, as 
humans, before we can be 
accepted into the stars. We 
have petty arguments and 
petty wars about invisible bor¬ 
ders and about religion. If I 
was visiting another planet and 
I was watching this planet 
fighting over invisible barriers 
and religion, and one man’s 
way and another man’s way, 
then I think I wouldn't want 
anything to do with them. 

But if I could find one per¬ 
son on that planet that I could 
have a decent conversation 
with then I'd tune into that 
person. I’d stay away from all 
the other people that were cre¬ 
ating the wars. And that to me 
is what the ETs were saying to 
me on the ship - that they've 
got as much interest in my life 
as I have in theirs, but they 
can’t get through to us because 
of the ’interference' put out by 
those who govern society. I 
don't know what they do to 


interfere with it, but there was 
a definite sense or feeling of 
paranoia about being around 
and so close to the Earth. As if 
they were aware of something 
in the atmosphere that could 
harm them and their ships. 

Q: A secret military weapon? 
Electromagnetic or something? 

JK: Maybe, yes. They were 
concerned - most genuinely 
concerned. I could see there 
was no way they wanted any 
sort of conflict. For me it was 
just total and utter genuine 
interest in the planet. I see 
them as spiritual beings - peo¬ 
ple totally dedicated to the way 
of spirit in their own lifeform, 
as we are dedicated, I would 
like to think, as humans to our 
own religious ways of search¬ 
ing spirit. 

And that to me was the basic 
thing. They accepted me as 
much as I accepted them, I 
think, because they were spiri¬ 
tual people - they were spiritu¬ 
al beings and all they wanted 
was knowledge of life. They 
don't want confrontation; they 
don't want to zap the planet; 
they don't want to take the 
water resources, and they don't 
want to have wars with us. It's 
just not their way. 

Q: Would you agree that 
there's a danger in treating the 
ETs as some kind of god-like 
race? 

JK: Yes, but I think they 
would take that as an insult. 
Sorry, I don't mean that in a 
disrespectful way towards reli¬ 
gion or Jesus or anything, but I 
think that's not what they're 


here to do. I don’t think they're 
here to be our gurus or leaders. 

I mean, it was just basic 
common-ground. They saw me 
in the same way as maybe we 
look at our cats or our dogs - 
we can communicate with 
them, we can love them and we 
can live with them. But we can 
only understand them to a cer¬ 
tain degree, and that to me is 
exactly the same as I experi¬ 
enced with these people. I 
could communicate with them 
in a similar way that we can 
communicate with animals. 

Q: Stories of alien abduc¬ 
tions and cattle mutilations 
encourage people to fear the 
so-called 'alien threat'. What do 
you have to say to others who 
may experience a similar 
encounter to your own? 
Should they be afraid? 

JK: The way that this is put 
across by the media and soci¬ 
ety is very much a fear thing. 
Why are they trying to frighten 
us? What's their agenda? 

I would say for anybody else 
that has an encounter, or has 
had an encounter, and is 
scared about it I would say 
that they should be more 
scared of society than the ETs! 
I wouldn't say that ETs have 
done experiments on humans, 
abductees, or whatever - I 
don't believe that at all. I don't 
believe there's a race of beings 
out in the stars that's coming 
here to do experiments on 
humans. As I said, when I was 
on this ship the technology 
they had - there was no need. 
Everything could be analysed, 
and that’s what I’m saying. 
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That’s why I couldn't under¬ 
stand why they were saying 
ETs have been carving up 
cows, and things like this. No, 
there was no need whatsoever 
to do any experimentation on 
me or any other lifeform to see 
how it worked. They’d got the 
equipment, just like we’ve got - 
whatever it is in hospitals - you 
know. X-ray. You do an X-ray 
to look in, that’s the technolo¬ 
gy we’ve got. They’ve got tech¬ 
nology where you could times 
that by a million. So if you’ve 
got technology where you can 
times that by a million where 
you can see the everyday func¬ 
tion of a human being, then 
there’s no need to carve any¬ 
thing off... 

...So when I was asked to do 
the interview for the magazine, 
to say about my own personal 
experience, I went into a great 
amount of questioning in my 
life: ’Should I be doing this; 
should I not be doing this?’ 
Saying the things I’m saying, a 
lot of people outside in society 


are just going to say: ’He’s off 
his head.’ But I felt it was nec¬ 
essary to do the interview 
because of what they said to 
me in the communications, 
and because it was so opposite 
to the way that I’ve seen it pre¬ 
sented in the media. If you 
have a General Election you 
are not allowed to say one 
thing for the Conservative 
Party, or one thing for the 
Labour Party, or one thing for 
the Liberal Democrat Party - 
you have to give it one side and 
then the other side. So why 
haven't we been given the pos¬ 
itive side to encountering ETs 
in the last ten years? 
Everything has come out as a 
fear factor - putting them 
down and making them seem 
bad. That to me is a very obvi¬ 
ous lie; they’re lying. They're 
telling you one thing, so it 
must be a lie. They're not 
telling you both sides of the 
story. They're trying to brain¬ 
wash people into believing that 
- like Independence Day - all 
of a sudden they're going to 


blast everybody away. 

And that's one of the reasons 
I felt I had to come out and 
talk about my encounter with 
these people, from my own 
point of view - I felt that there 
needed to be a positive side to 
look at as well. 

Q: Can you say a bit more 
about the technology on board 
the ship? 

JK: Yes, sure, although I 
won't necessarily be able to tell 
you how it worked, otherwise 
I'd be a rich man! 

But, ahhh ... everything was 
in this metallic, white material. 
In the same way that they were 
managing to communicate 
with me telepathically or men¬ 
tally, or whatever, this machin¬ 
ery or some aspect of the 
equipment also worked on that 
same sort of mental frequency. 
For instance, at one point I 
was standing in the ship and I 
wanted to sit down. Through 
communication I was told: 
'Speak to it', and a seat came 
out and shaped itself out of 
this thing... 

...There were no buttons or 
gadgets as such. Panels 
appeared at will, and every¬ 
thing was multi-gadgetal. It 
was like having a spanner with 
several different things on it. 
They had some sort of thing 
that had seven to ten different 
gadgets on it, and it did seven 
to ten different things. When I 
woke up from my experience I 
looked at our technology and 
imagined us being able to do 
that, and I just thought, 'we're 
at least two hundred years 
behind'. And then I saw the TV 
programme Tomorrow's World, 
and they'd got some sort of 
electronic head device that 
they put on to somebody who 
couldn't speak or talk, and who 
wasn't very mobile. And he 
could control the volume and 
the channels on his TV and on 
his radio, and anything electri¬ 
cal in the house, by putting on 


this particular head device. 

Q: By thought command? 

JK: Yes. I think it was by 
blinking his eyes or some¬ 
thing. He could turn up the 
volume or turn the switch on 
or off. So that to me is the 
very, very beginning of the 
technology of what I'd seen. 
Six or eight months before I'd 
actually seen our version of it 
on TV I had actually seen 
something that was at least 
two hundred years behind, or 
at least I saw it as two hun¬ 
dred years behind. Maybe 
now it's only twenty or fifty 
years behind, or even closer... 


...Obviously you're always 
going to doubt what you expe¬ 
rience because it's not like 
right here in this dimension. 
But when I actually saw a very 
crude version of this very, very 
similar thing in our own tech¬ 
nology, well it was something 
else that just seemed to tie in. 


It was brilliant, that technol¬ 
ogy!

Our first point of view for this issue was sent 
in by Chris Tinsley of Harrogate, North Yorkshire , 
who thinks the public has a right to know, regard¬ 
less ... 

Disinformation 

P erhaps more so than any other field of 
enquiry, Ufology is faced with the challenge 
of sifting through huge amounts of often con¬ 
flicting information, and it is often very difficult 
to separate the gems of truth from the abun¬ 
dance of misguided theories, hoaxes and disin¬ 
formation. 

Governments throughout the world (having 
changed their minds on numerous occasions), 
are currently claiming that UFOs pose no 
defence threat. As Martin Redmond MP suc¬ 
cinctly put it, if there is no defence threat then 
there is no reason for secrecy. However, there is 
indisputable evidence that a great deal of infor¬ 
mation about UFOs is being concealed from the 
public. In my view, this outstanding paradox is 
the sort of gem which deserves serious investi¬ 
gation, as it is proof in itself that something is 
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going on and that, whatever it is, it is being cov¬ 
ered up. The question is, what? 

Like many issues surrounding the subject 
of UFOs, the question of whether they pose a 
defence threat depends very much on your opin¬ 
ion as to what they actually are. 

Secret aircraft? 

One fairly compelling theory is that (as the 
CIA has recently claimed), most UFO reports are 
actually sightings of highly secret aircraft being 
tested by our own military. This would explain 
why information concerning them remains classi¬ 
fied. It might also explain why they are not con¬ 
sidered to be a defence threat, since they are 
our own technology. At first this seems to make 
a lot of sense, but it also poses a number of 
problems, the main one being that public expo¬ 
sure of secret aircraft would in itself pose a 
defence threat; admitting to their existence 
would place a powerful tool in the hands of 
potential terrestrial enemies. 

It’s a theory worth considering. Secret 
aircraft probably are being tested, and l feel 
sure that many UFO sightings can be 
explained if their existence is accepted. 
Unfortunately this does not explain the more 
bizarre experiences reported by a large num¬ 
ber of reliable witnesses. An alternative 
approach is required for that. 

EM Weapons? 

A variant on the 'terrestrial origin’ theory 
of UFOs is the idea that we are experiencing 
tests of advanced electromagnetic weapons. 
There is evidence that some UFO reports 
could be the result of such tests. Recent news 
from Australia, for example, suggests that 
tests have resulted in aerial phenomena very 
similar to reports of UFO sightings. There is 
also evidence that EM weapons can interfere 
with electrical systems and induce hallucinato¬ 
ry states in humans. This might account for 
some of the more bizarre reports of contact 
and abduction. The testing of such weapons in 
populated areas would certainly be a cause 
for secrecy. 

Both of the above theories call into 
question the role of the government/military 
establishment. Are we being told that these 
‘aircraft’ or ‘weapons’ are not a defence 
threat to keep us from getting scared and 
looking too closely at the phenomenon, or

who indulge in fantasies about the US 
government being in league with the 
aliens, or who give lectures describing 
how they worked on secret projects to 
examine crashed saucers. When they 
find that some people believe these 
lies, they go on to tell even bigger 
ones. Some of these characters even 
make enough money to retain lawyers 
to sue those who call them liars. 

Nonsense 

Why do so many UFO writers and 
editors go along with all this non¬ 
sense, then? The answer is simple: 
many people find it all vastly enter¬ 
taining, so they are simply giving the 
punters what they want. 

It is true, though, that the UFO 
phenomenon can pose a threat to the 
security of nations. In 1953, the 
Robertson Panel, consisting of scien¬ 
tists, and representatives of the US 
Air Force and the CIA, was convened 
to consider UFO reports. They conclud¬ 
ed that UFOs did not constitute a 
direct threat to national security, but 
that too many UFO reports from the 
public could clog communications 
channels and cause confusion, which 
could lead defence personnel to 
ignore genuine sightings of enemy air¬ 
craft. 

Official investigations of UFO 
reports continue to take place, 
because anything seen in the sky 
which is not easily identified is a 
potential hazard to air safety. 
Unfortunately these investigations 
must usually take place in secret, 
because there can be no real dialogue 
between officials concerned with air 
safety and national security, and 
hordes of UFO believers who see 
every strange light in the sky as a 
potential saucer full of aliens on their 
way to abduct somebody. 


Ian White of Rotherham, South 
Yorkshire, sent us this next point of 
view, which expresses his distrust of the 
government/military agenda... 

No, However— 


Should the UFO phenomenon be 
classified a national security threat? 
Simply, I believe the answer should 
be, no. 

However, Mankind can be a very 
devious and deceitful race, hungry for 
power and influence over one’s ene¬ 
mies and allies. This is why UFO infor¬ 
mation is really concealed from the 
public. The security regulations 
enforced by the Official Secrets Act 
relating to UFO incidents are there, 
not to protect us from an extraterres¬ 
trial threat, but so that the relevant 
government agencies can exploit what¬ 
ever information they gain from these 
UFO incidents in order to increase 
their own power-base. The only threat 
to national security is from rival orga¬ 
nizations who wish to acquire the 
same knowledge and information in 
order to be less disadvantaged. 

The MoD have stated that no 
UFO has ever posed a threat to nation¬ 
al security. However, they still insist 
on concealing information. Why? The 
Roswell incident is a perfect example, 
when even now, fifty years later, the 
cover-up continues. What have our 
governments got to be afraid of? 
What’s the big secret? Every major 
agency is guilty in one form or anoth¬ 
er, whether it be our own govern¬ 
ments, NATO or even NASA. 


Roswell 

As far as Roswell is concerned, 
perhaps the clearest example of a 
cover-up is highlighted in the book The 
Day After Roswell, by Colonel Philip 
Corso, who claims that in 1961 he was 
assigned to the task of exploiting the 
technologies recovered from the 
wreckage of the crashed alien ship. 
The resultant wreckage was entrusted 
to industrial companies who embarked 
on highly classified research pro¬ 
grammes to investigate and reproduce 
these technologies for primarily mili¬ 
tary purposes. 

The results included fibre optics, 
microchips, integrated circuits, night- 
vision goggles and the laser. Although 


such technologies have now found 
their way on to the commercial market 
and into our everyday lives, it certainly 
adds weight to the already mounting 
evidence of a conspiracy. This could 
definitely explain the rapid quantum 
leap in our technological knowledge 
over the past fifty years. 

NATO 

NATO is another organization 
which is guilty of concealing UFO infor¬ 
mation, in its own classified evalua¬ 
tion known as the ‘Blue Border 
Assessment’. The contents of the 
Assessment have been hinted at by 
former US Army Special Forces 
Command Sgt Major Robert 0 Dean, 
although NATO has strongly tried to 
discredit his testimony. 

However, Dean’s testimony has 
been strengthened by comments made 
by Dr Michael Wolf, who actually 
worked at the notorious Area 51. Even 
now a highly complex cloak of secrecy 
surrounds the entire UFO issue, but 
the question is: why? 

The ‘Blue Border Assessment’ 
allegedly concludes that Planet Earth 
is indeed being visited by extraterres¬ 
trial intelligences, and has been for a 
very long time. The visitors are judged 
to be of no apparent security threat, 
so the need to keep the information 
secret has to be for some other 
motive. There has obviously been mili¬ 
tary/industrial collusion in the 
exploitation of recovered extraterrestri¬ 
al technology, which has been used to 
the benefit of mankind in recent years. 
Therefore, why the need for such deep 
secrecy in the first place? 

NASA 

Another example of a UFO cover- 
up can be found in the secret files of 
NASA, regarding the Apollo 11 mis¬ 
sion. On July 21st 1969, shortly after 
Neil Armstrong’s historic Moon walk, 
the live television transmission was 
shutdown for a full two minutes by 
NASA. According to a former NASA 
employee, these two minutes were not 
totally silenced. 








Allegedly, radio hams all over America, 
and Russian scientists at 'KGB Central’ in 
Moscow, eavesdropped on the transmissions 
between Apollo 11 and Mission Control. The 
resultant conversation apparently described 
several alien craft lined up on the far side of 
the edge of a nearby crater. It is also reported 
that a colour movie was filmed by the astro¬ 
nauts, showing the craft and a number of arti¬ 
ficial constructions of enormous size, which 
were scattered all around the Moon’s plains 
and oceans. The film, allegedly taken by ‘Buzz’ 
Aldrin, was confiscated by the CIA on Apollo 
ll’s return to Earth. 

This is the reason why NASA scrapped 
the idea of building a ‘Moon City’, even though 
millions of dollars had already been invested 
into the project. NASA very quickly turned its 
attention away from the Moon to other areas, 
taking the public’s attention with it. I find this 
incident absolutely mind-blowing. At first I was 
a little sceptical, but after weighing up all the 
evidence, I began to see the implications of 
the abandoned ‘Moon City’ project and the 
alleged Apollo 11/extraterrestrial encounter. 

UFO Cover-Up 

Each of these three examples of a UFO 
cover-up shows just how far the authorities 
are prepared to go in order to keep the infor¬ 
mation to themselves. They are determined to 
protect the stranglehold on their own empires 
by controlling what we can and cannot do, and 
telling us only what they wish us to know. All 
Earth governments are interested in one main 
aim: power to impose their ideas and beliefs 
upon the population. 

I read somewhere that knowledge is 
believed to be the source of power. In the 
case of the UFO phenomenon that is certainly 
so. By concealing all relevant information from 
the public, the government and its agencies 
possess that power to exploit and develop it 
in whatever direction it sees fit, while the pub¬ 
lic follows in the direction mapped out for it. 

I think it is very apparent that our 
extraterrestrial visitors are non-hostile, other¬ 
wise they could easily have overpowered us by 
now. They don’t seem interested in exploiting 
or destroying life on Earth, in fact quite the 
opposite. So why do our governments’ mili¬ 
tary, especially the Air Forces, insist on pursu¬ 
ing the alien craft and even opening fire on 
them? Are the world governments so afraid of 
extraterrestrial contact, or is it another way of 


obtaining more wreckage to study? 

I feel that our extraterrestrial visitors 
must have a very high respect, understanding 
and tolerance of other lifeforms not to have 
blown our fighter planes out of the sky by now.
